The  moneys  which  may  be  received  from 
the  sale  of  the  land  donated  to  this  State,  by  act  of  Con- 
gress entitled  "An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  sev- 
eral States  and  tenitories  which  may  provide  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  approv- 
ed July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  in  excess 
of  sixty  cents  per  acre,  which  excels,  in  pursuance  of  a 
contract  made  with  Ezra  Cornell  by  the  conamissioners 
of  the  land  office,  bearing  date  August  fourth,  eighteen 
hmidred  and  sixty-six,  is  set  apart  and  constituted  as  a

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separate  and  distiiict  fund  to  be  known  as  the  ^'Cornell 
Endowment  Fund/'  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  oftea 
as  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  accumulation  for  that  pur- 
pose be  invested  by  the  comptroller  in  stocks  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  State,  or  in  some  other  safe

The  six  trustees  of  the  village  of  Saratoga 
Springs  or  a  majority  of  them  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  village,  executed 
by  them,  or  a  majority  hi  them,  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  village  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  said 
village,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thou-

and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  or  inability 
to  act  of  the  said  referees,  the  said  court  may  appoint 
others  in  their  places.

Passed  May  4,  1868  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neuo  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  i 

^cnoN  1.  Section  one  of  the  act  to  amend  the  char- 
ter of  the  village  of  Macedon,  passed  April  eighteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows  : 

\  1.  There  shall  be  hereafter  elected  at  the  annual  vmage  or- 
election  for  electing  charter  ojfficers  in  said  Tillage,  a  ^^^'*' 
president,  four  trustees,  a  clerk,  a  treasurer,  a  collector, 
an  assessor,  a  police  justice,  and  a  police  constable,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
•-cessors  have  been  elected  and  have  qualified.     The  said  oaths  or 
officers  shall  subscribe  and  take  the  usual  oath  of  office, 
and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  said  village,  except 
the  police  justice,  he  shall  file  his  oath  of  office  with  the 
county  clerk  of  Wayne  county,  and  the  clerk  of  said 
village  shall  file  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  such 
police  justice  and  police  constable,  in  the  office  of  said 
county  clerk.

AN  ACT  appointing  Guy  C.  Humphrey,  Samuel 
Nichols  and  Ghauncey  Lumm  commissioners 
to  drain  into  the  Grolden  Hill  creek  certain  low 
lands  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  in  Niagara 
county,  and  to  prevent  the  overflow  of  water 
in  said  town,  and  on  lands  in  the  town  of 
Tates,  Orleans  county. 

Passed  May  4,  1868  ;  three  fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

SEcnoN  1.  It  is  hereby  enacted  that  Guy  C.  Hum-  commiii. 
phrey,  of  the  town  of  Somerset,  Samuel  Nichols,  of  the  '****"" 
town  of  Hartland,  Niagara  county,  and  Chauncey  Lumm, 
of  the  town  of  Yates,  Orleans  county,  be,  and  the  same  f*^*^. 
are,  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  draining  certain  m^somer. 
low  lands  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  in  the  county  of  **** 
Niagara,  and  to  prevent  the  overflow  of  water  in  said  orersow 
town  and  in  the  town  of  Yates,  Orleans  county,  and  are  SJ  bTiJe- 
hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  surveyor  to  maJce  a  sur-  YaST" 
vey  and  take  levels  upon  sections  one,  two,  four,  five 
and  seven,  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  and  upon  sections 
one,  three,  six,  seven,  eight  and  nine,  in  the  town  of 
Yates,  Orleans  county,  Holland  Land  Company  survey, 
and  to  estimate  the  number  of  acres  in  each  farm,  or  to  make 
separate  parcel  of  land  lying  within  said  sections,  as  SSSbS^f' 
near  as  may  be  without  actual  measurement,  which,  in  S^jhISl** 
their  judgment,  will  bo  benefited  by  a  thorough  drain- 
age ;  and  also  the  number  of  acres  in  said  sections  which 
.  will  be  benefited  by  preventing  the  water  overflowing 
thereon. 

§  2.  The  aforesaid  conmiissioners  shall  be  known  as  {jJ'pJJ*** 
commissioners  to  drain  land  around  and  into  the  Golden  office! 
Hill  creek,  in  the  town  of  Somerset.     And  before  enter-  oath  of 
ing  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  they  shall  each  take  **^' 
an  oath,  or  affirmation  in  writing,  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  said  appointment,  and  file  the  same  in  the 
town  clerk's  office,  of  the  town  of  Somerset,  in  the  county 
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of  Niagara,  and  severally  execute  to  the  county  treas- 
urer of  said  coimty,  a  bond,  with  suflfcient  security,  in 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  each,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  such  commis- 
sioners. Which  bond  shall  be  approved,  as  to  form  imd 
manner,  and  sufficiency  of  security,  by  the  county  judge 
of  Niagara-  county,  and  filed  in  the  county  clerk's  office 
in  said  county. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  the  aforesaid  lands, 
with  all  necessary  assistance  to  make  a  survey,  take 
levels,  and  to  do  all  acts  and  things  preliminary  to  the 
laying  out  of  a  suitable  ditch,  or  ditches,  and  to  take 
possession  of  the  said  lands  necessary  for  the  contnic- 
tion  of  said  ditch,  or  ditches,  to  drain  said  lands.  And 
said  commissioners  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  one 
main  ditch  from  a  point  in  the  Golden  Hill  creek  on  lot 
number  two,  section  five,  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  where 
the  fall  is  sufficient  to  carry  all  the  water  running  through 
the  low  lands,  and  following  the  natural  or  artificial 
channels  heretofore  made,  as  near  as  may  be,  except 
where  it  becomes  necessary  to  straighten  them,  to  a 
point  on  the  Johnson's  Creek  road,  or  near  said  road, 
where  it  intersects  the  town  line,  between  the  towns  of 
Somerset  and  Hartland,  or  otherwise  as  they  may  deem 
best  for  the  interest  of  the  parties  owning  said  lands. 
And  they  shall  have  power  to  determine  tne  size,  and 
all  matters  pertaining  to  said  ditch.  They  may  also 
make  as  many  lateral  ditches,  intersecting  said  ditch,  as 
are  neccssaiy  for  a  thorough  drainage  of  the  land,  and 
preventing  the  overflowing  of  water  upon  the  same.

aecording  to  the  number  of  acres  owned  or  occupied  l»y 
each  and  every  ov^ner  or  occupant  thereof,  and  according 
to  the  benefit  which  each  separate  tract  of  land  will  de- 
rive therefrom.      And  if  any  person  upon  whose  lands  the  JJJJj,^ 
said  main  drain  or  lateral  drains  shall  be  laid  out,  or  (^^i«  ^<*

In  cases  where  the  owners  of 
any  of  said  lands  shall  have  been  awarded  damages,  by- 
reason  of  the  construction  of  such  ditches,  such  damages 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  assessment  upon  the  same 
land  for  benefits,  and  only  the  balance  of  said  assessment 
shall  be  collected.

^  8.  The  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  charge

of  their  duties,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  9.  The  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized,  commii- 
empowered  and   directed  to  borrow,  on  their  oflScial  may*bJr- 
bond  or  bonds,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  any  sum  of  money  on'wtT^ 
ascertained  by  them  to  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
work  of  draining  said  lands,  in  such  sum  or  sums,  and 
from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  require.    And  said  bonds  Bond«; 
shall  be  made  payable  in  three  annual  instalments  with  "H^r^ 
interest,  the  last  instalment  to  be  made  payable  March  i*^^«- 
fi»t,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy*one.    And  said  bonds 
shall  be  made  payable  at  the  county  treasurers'  office  in 
Niagara  and   Orleans  counties,   in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  money  received  by  each  of  said  county  ti*eas- 
urers,  by  virtue  of  this  act.

§  10.  K  from  any  cause  the  office  of  any  or  all  of  said  vsMncies 
commissioners  shall  become  vacant,  upon  the  petition  of  •?on^T?«r' 
any  six  persons  interested  in  the  completion  of  said  ^'   ' 
work  setting  forth  the  fact  of  such  vacancy,  and  the 
cause  thereof,  duly  verified,  then  the  county  judge  of 
Niagara  county  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  suitable 
person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy,  provided  such 
vacancy  or  vacancies  are  caused  by  a  resident  or  resi- 
dents of  Niagara  county.    And  if  such  vacancy  is  caused 
by  a  resident  of  Orleans  county,  then  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  county  judge  of  Orleans  county  in  the 
same  manner.

Section  two  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
appointing  railroad  commissioners,  of  the  town  of  Johns- 
town and  modifying  their  powers  and  duties,"  passed 
March  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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§  2.  John  Wells,  Daniel  Potter  and  Edward  Ward, 
are  hereby  constituted  and  dei:$lared  to  be  railroad  com- 
missioners of  the  town  of  Johnstown,  and  such  persons 
shall  respectively  hold  the  office  of  railroad  commis-

AN  ACT  conferring  additional  Corporate  powers 
upon  the  village  of  EUenville. 
Passed  May  5,  1868  ;  three-lifthB  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

TITLE  L 

OF  THE  BOUNDARIES,    GORFOBATE   NAME    AND  POWEBS   OF 
THE   VILLAGE  OF  ELLENVHiLE. 

Section  1.  The  boundaries  of  said  village  shall  remain 
1^  as  at  present  fixed  and  described. 

^  2.  The  inhabitants  residing  in  such  district,  being 
citizens  of  this  State,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the 
village  of  EUenville ;  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity ;  may  take,  hold,  purchase 
and  convey  real  estate,  as  the  purposes  of  such  corpora- 
tion may  require ;  may  make  and  use  a  common  seal 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleastu^e,  and  may  exercise  such 
other  power  as  is  or  shall  be  conferred  by  law,  or  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  the  powers  conferred  on  such 
corporation  into  effect. 

TITLE  XL

amoont  of  each  and  every  such  liability,  and  when,  to 
whom  and  for  what  purpose,  or  on  what  account  the 
BUDe,  respectively,  wei-e  incurred  or  contracted,  wheu 
jNiyahlei  and  if  ivith  interest  the  rate  of  the  same;  and 
also  specifying  any  means  of  the  corporation,  from  uncol- 
lected taxes  or  iptherwise,  applicable  when  received  to 
the  discharge  of  any  such  indebtedness  or  liability,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  preparing  such  statement  the  presi* 
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dent  may  require  from  any  officer  of  the  village  any 
information  or  assistance  he  may  deem  necessary. 
When  such  statement  shall  be  thus  prepared,  the  same 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be 
published  at  least  once  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
printed  in  said  village,  before  the  annual  election  next 
thereafter. 
JiSliS^^  ^  ^^*  ^^^  clerk  shall  attend  and  act  as  such  at  all 
clerk.  village  elections,  and  at  meetings  of  the  trustees  in  said 
village,  record  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  record 
all  ordinances  and  by-laws,  file,  preserve  and  keep  all 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  corporation  and 
appertaining  to  his  office  ;  preserve  and  take  charge  of 
the  corporate  seal,  attend  to  the  publication  of  all  ordi- 
nances,  by-laws  and  notices  as  the  trustees  shall  direct ; 
keep  a  poll-list  of  every  election  held  under  or  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  and  notify  all  persons  of  their  election  or 
appointment  to  office  under  this  act ;  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  law- 
fully direct  or  ordain.  The  books  and  papers  in  the 
office  of  said  clerk  shall  at  all  times,  on  demand,  be  pro- 
duced for  inspection  to  any  taxable  inhabitant  of  said 
village,  and  upon  like  demand,  and  the  tender  of  fees  at 
the  rate  of  six  cents  per  folio  therefor,  he  shall  furnish 
a  certified  copy  or  transcript  of  any  papers  or  records 
filed  with  him  as  such  clerk.

In  case  of 
the  absence  of  the  clerk  from  any  of  the  meetings  or 
elections  at  which  he  is  required  to  officiate,  his  duties, 
on  such  occasions  shall  be  performed  by  such  person  as 
the  board  of  trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate. 
nnties  of  ^  22.  The  treasurer  sliall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
treararer.  to  Said  corporatiou,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements.  He  shall  keep  separate

perty therein  liable  to  taxation,  such  sum  of  money  as 
they  shall  deem  projJer,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  expended 
in  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  to  carry  into  effect  the  several  powers  and 
privileges  granted  by  this  act. 
Adaawnrii       ^27.  The  trustees,  or  a  mj^jority  of  them,  may  eause 
j^eT^    to  be  raised  a  fiirther  sum,  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars  in  any  one  year,  by  general  tax,  provided  that 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  taxable  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  authorized  to  vote  and  voting  at  an  annual  or 
special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  be  first  obtained* 
Every  male  resident  of  sard  village  of  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years  and  a  legal  voter,  upon  whose  property  or 
upon  whom,  as  the  owner  and  possessor  of  property,  a 
tax  will  be  chargeable  for  the  purpose  of  raising  such 
further  sum,  and  no  other  peiison,  shall  be  entitled  to 
^^of^    vote  at  such  meeting.     Every  executor,  administrator, 
▼^^8.       trustee,  devisee,  heir  or  guardian,  as  the  possessor  or 
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representative  of  property  so  chargeable,  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  qualified  voter  as  aforesaid.  All  taxes  autho- 
rized to  be  assessed  in  said  village  in  any  one  year  shall, 
if  practicable,  be  included  in  one  assessment. 

§  28.  Before  any  tax  for  any  further  sum  shall  be  Notice  of 
voted  for  at  any  such  meeting,  a  notice  shall  be  pub-  SJ"***" 
lished  by  order  of  the  trustees,  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  clerk,  onco  in  each  week  for  at  least  two  succes- 
sive weeks,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in 
said  village,  stating  that  the  meeting  will  be  called  upon 
to  vote  for  such  tax,  specifying  the  objects  and  the  sum 
proposed  to  be  raised.    The  vote  shall  be  taken  thereon  Form  or 
by  ballot,  which  shall  have  on  the  inside  the  words  "for  **"***•• 
the  tax,"  or,  "  against  the  tax.'* 

§  29.  Whenever  the  electors  of  said  villas^e  shall,  pur-  vuiajo 
saant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  any  annual  orspe-  touaoM 
cial  meeting,  or  whenever  the  trustees  Ishall,  in  cases  in  ''** 
which  they  are  authorized  so  to  do,  direct  any  sum  of 
money  to  be  raised  by  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
assessors  of  said  village  to  proceed  forthwith,  when  di- 
rected by  said  trustees,  to  assess  the  same  upon  or  among 
the  owners  of  real  and  personal  property,  incorporated 
companies  and  associations,  lands  of  non-residents  in  said 
village,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  liable  to  tax- 
ation, in  the  same  manner  as  the  assessors  of  towns  are 
Erected  to  make  assessments,  bylaw,  as  nearly  as  practi- 
cable. When  farming  lands,  used  for  farming  purposes, 
and  not  laid  out  in  village  lots,  lie  adjacent  to  a  street, 
they  shall  be  taxed  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  feet  in 
depth  from  the  street 

\  30.  Such  village  assessors  are  hereby  invested  with  voynnoe 
the  same  powers  in  respect  to  assessments  as  town  HTc^ect 
assessors,  including  the  powers  to  administer  oaths  and  ^"•«»*>n«- 
to  correct  valuations  on  the  applications  of  persons  Notioeor 
interested;  but  the  assessors  must  fix  the  time  and  place 
in  said  village  of  meeting  to  hear  applications  to  correct 
the  valuation,  and  give  notice  of  such  meeting  by  pub- 
lishing the  same  once  in  each  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  village.'

Notice  of  collect  the  taxes  in  said  roll  specified ;  it  shall  be  his 
tSlJ^  duty  immediately  to  publish  a  notice  in  two  of  the  vil- 
lage newspapers,  and  also  to  post  notices  in  three  public 
places  in  said  village,  designating  some  convenient  place 
within  the  village  where  ne  will  attend  every  day  for 
ten  days,  except  Sundays,  next  after  a  day  in  said  notice

Goneetioa  thereof,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve 
per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  such  warrant;  and 
such  tax,  a^essment  and  interest  may  be  sued  for.  and  JJJJ^® 
recovered  by  the  village  against  any  person  liable  there-  »iidhrecov- 
for.

serving  a  copy  of  such  notice  upon  the  owner  of  such 
estate,  eriher  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  s^  his 
place  of  residence  with  some  person  of  suitable  age,  or, 
if  such  owner  is  a  non-resident,  then  by  serving  a  copy 
of  sneh  notice   in  manner  aforesaid  upon  the  agent  of 
saeh  owner,  or  the  occupant  of  such  estate  or  premises, 
if  tbey  be  residents  of  said  village,  or  if  there  be  no 
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resident  owner,  or  occupant,  or  agent,  tben  by  mailing 
a  copy  of  such  notice  directed  to  the  place  of  residence 
of  such  owner,  or  the  post  office  neai'est  thereto,  or  if  such 
place  of  residence  shall  be  unknown,  then  by  posting  a 
copy  of  such  notice  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  such  estate 
or  premises.  Upon  such  sale  such  property  shall  be 
sold  to  the  person  who  shall  offer  to  take  the  same  for 
the  shortest  term  for  the  payment  of  such  tax,  with  in* 
terest,  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  and  the  cost  and  expenses  of 
such  notice  and  sale.  If  such  purchaser  shall  fail  to 
pay  such  tax  and  interest,  the  said  trustees  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  collected  of  said  purchaser  in  the  same 
manner,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  in  all  respects  as 
if  such  tax  and  interest  were  an  original  assessifient,  or 
the  said  trustees  may  re-sell  such  real  estate  without 
further  notice  (the  sale  to  be  considered  open  for  that 
purpose),  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  ap- 
plicable in  case  of  such  second  sale,  as  if  it  were  the  iSrst. 
The  trustees  shall  thereupon,  on  payment  of  such  tax 
and  interest,  and  cost  and  expenses  of  notice  and  sale 
by  such  purchases,  deliver  ^o  him  a  certificate  of  such 
sale,  signed  by  the  president  or  treasurer,  with  the  seal 
affixed  thereto.  The  execution  of  such  certificate  may 
be  proven  or  acknowledged  as  deeds,  and  be  recorded 
in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  other  conveyances 
of  land. 

§  36.  If  any  tax  assessed  upon  personal  estsite  of  any 
person  shall  not  be  paid,  and  no  goods  or  chattels  shall 
be  found  whereof  to  make  the  same  by  distre^  and  sale, 
suc^  tax  may  be  levied  and  made  by  sale  of  any  real 
estate  owned  by  such  person,  situate  in  said  village,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  such  tax  was  assessed  on  such  real 
estate;  and  any  tax  upon  personal  cstatate,  or  property 
of  any  person,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  owned 
by  such  person  as  aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
such  tax  were  assessed  upon  such  real  estate. 

^87.  If  the  owner  of  such  real  estate  or  property, 
his  iTeirs  or  assigns,  shall  not,  within  one  year  after  such 
sale,  pay  or  tender  to  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  repre- 
sentatives, or  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village,  the  amount 
paid  by  him,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per 
cent  per  annum,  such  pui*chaser  or  his  legal  representa- 
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lives  may,  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  one  year,  Ri^hu  of 
enter  into  possession  of  such  real  estate,  and  hold,  oc-  p"'*"*****" 
cupy  and  enjoy  the  same  during  the  term  for  which  it 
was  sold,  and  the  said  certificate,  duly  proved  or  ac- 
knowledged, shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  right 
of  said  purchaser  or  his  legal  representatives,  after  said 
twelve  months,  to  receive  possession  thereof ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  possession  of  such  real  estate 
as  above  provided,  such  purchaser  or  his  legal  represen- 
tatives shall  shall  have  all  the  remedies  of  a  purchaser 
of  real  estate  sold  under  execution.

^46.  The  said  village  shall  be  exempt  from  the  su-  Yma««, 
perintendence  and  control  of  the  commissioners  of  high-  ?J!3^'^ 
ways  of  the  town  of  Wawarsing,  and  the  said  village  is  ^^' 
hereby  declared  a  separate  road  district.     The  trustees  TrasteM 
of  said  village  shall  be  commissioners  of  highways  in  ^ar^^or 
and  for  said  village,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  ^>^^^*^ 
commissioners  of  highways,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  within  the  corporate  bounds  of  said  village. 

§  47.  The  said  trnstees  shall  have  power  to  lay  out,  optmag 
make,  and  open  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  highways,  abd  pub-  txmof^'*' 
lie  grounds  in  said  village,  and  to  alter,  widen,  contract,  HuepT'ete. 
straighten,  extend,  or  discontinue  the  same,  and  cause 
Hie  same  to  be  repaired  or  cleaned  from  time  to  time  as 
they  may  deem  necessary ;  they  shall  cause  all  streets,  sarveyf, 
alleys,  lanes,  highways,  and  public  grounds  laid  out  by  thl^Mrr'^ 
tkem  to  be  surveyed,  and  such  surveys  filed  or  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  village  clerk ;  and  the  same,  when 
so  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways  and 
gioonds. 

§  48.  Whenever  the  trustees  shall  have  determined  to  Nouee  or 
lay  oot,  alter,  widen,  straighten,  or  extend  any  street,  u^for

erly and  parallel  with  Columbia  street  and  one  hundred 
feet  easterly  therefrom  to  a  point  distant  one  hundred 
feet  southerly  from  the  southerly  side  of  Nelson  street ; 
thence  westerly  and  parallel  with  Nelson  i^reet  and  one 
hundred  feet  southerly  therefrom  in  a  straight  line  to  a 
point  distant  one  hundred  feet  easterly  from  the  easterly 
side  of  Richard  street ;  thence  southerly  and  parallel 
with  Bichard  street  and  one  hundred  feet  easterly  there- 
from to  a  point  distant  one  hundred  feet  southerly  from 
the  southerly  side  of  King  street ;  thence  westerly  and 
parallel  with  King  street  and  one  hundred  feet  south- 
erly therefrom  to  the  East  river,  and  thence  along  the 
easterly  shore  of  the  East  river  to  the  point  or  place  of 
beginning  at  the  said  northwest  comer  of  the  United 
States  navy  yard ;  and  also  extending  from  the  centre 
of  Washington  avenue  along  both  sides  of  Fulton  ave- 
nue, one  hundred  feet  on  each  side,  to  the  easterly  side 
of  Bedford  avenue,  and  such  further  portion  of  the  west- 
em  district  of  said  city  as  the  common  council  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn  by  ordinance  may  from  time  to  time, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  include  therein  :  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  owners  of  the  lands  and  premises  within 
the  district  bounded  by  Bridge,  Tillary,  Navy  and  Con- 
cord streets,  shall  not  be  required  to  erect  thereon  build- 
ings of  brick  or  stone* 

§  10.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn 
may  from  time  to  time,  by  ordinance,  designate  and 
extend  the  limits  in  said  city  of  such  extent,  metes  and 
bounds  as  they  may  deem  proper,  within  which  all  build- 
ings to  be  thereafter  erected  shall  be  built  of  brick  or 
stone  or  materials  other  than  wood,  and  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  det^'mine  and  specify  in  such  ordinance. 
Said  ordinance  shall  be  published  *in  the  corporation 
newspapers  at  least  once  a  week  for  the  space  of  three 
calendar  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  passed, 
and  before  it  shall  take  effect  as  law. 

§  11.   All  buildings  hereafter   erected  within  said

§  12.  Every  such  dwelling  house,  store,  storehouse  or  ^^^<^ 
other  building,  more  than  thirty  feet  in  width,  shall  be  ^gtSSH 
built  iu  such  manner,  that  all  the  floors  and  roof  thereof  {Sm  S?ty 
throughout  their  whole  extent,  shall  be  supported  by,  {Jg,^ 
and  rest  upon  one  or  more  partition  wall  or  walls  of 
brick  or  stone  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  running 
from  front  to  rear,  or  upon  proper  or  sujficient  girdiers, 
sustained  by  proper  and  sufficient  posts,  pillars  or  col- 
umns of  iron,  brick  or  stone,  and  so  that  through  the 
whole  extent  of  such  floor  and  roof  and  each  of  them, 
the  said  walls  shall  not  be  distant  from  each  other,  or 
from  such  immediate  support  or  supports  of  brick,  stope 
or  iron,  more  than  thirty  feet;  but  such  intermediate 
support  or  supports  may  be  wooden  posts  or  pillars  of

be  started  at  the  foundation ;  and  all  such  chimneys  and

§  17.  All  scuttle  frames  and  scuttle  doors,  on  every 
brick  or  stone  dwelling,  store,  storehouse,  or  other 
building,  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  built  within  the  fire 
limits  aforesaid,  or  as  the  same  may  be  extended,  shall 
be  made  of  or  covered  with  copper,  zinc,  tin  or  iron, 
and  every  window  and  entrance  above  the  first  story,  in 
the  rear  of  every  storehouse  over  thirty  feet  in  height  to 
the  peak  or  highest  part  thereof,  from  the  level  of  the 
sidewalks,  shall  have  shutters  and  doors  thereon  made 
of  copper  or  iron,  or  covered  with  copper,  tin,  or  other 
fire  proof  materials,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  buildings.  Every  store,  storehouse,  or  other 
building  hereafter  erected  or  built  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  a  scuttle  or  place  of  egress  in  the  roof  thereof,  of 
proper  size,  and  shall  have  laddei-s  or  stairways  leading 
to  the  same,  and  all  such  scuttles  and  stairways  or  lad- 
ders leading  to  the  roof  shall  be  kept  in  readiness  for 
use  at  all  times. 

^  18,  The  planking  or  sheathing  of  the  roof  of  every 
brick  or  stone  dwelling,  store,  storehouse,  or  other 
building  so  erected  or  built  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  no 
case  be  extended  across  the  party  or  side  walls  thereof; 
and  every  such  dwelling,  store,  storehouse,  or  other 
building,  and  the  top  and  sides  of  dormer  windows 
thereon,  shall  be  roofed  and  covered  with  slate,  iron,

^  19.  AH  beams  and  other  timbers  in  the  party  or

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stone  in  the  western  district  of  said  city,  shall  be  sepa-  mg  om- 
rated  from  the  beams  or  timber  entering  into  the  oppo-  *  ** '  *'

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  village  shall  be  as 
follows: 

1.  A  president. 

2.  Four  trustees. 

3.  One  police  justice. 

4.  One  or  more  police  constables. 

5.  A  collector. 

6.  A  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  departm^t. 

7.  A  treasurer. 

8.  A  clerk. 

9.  A  superintendent  of  the  streets. 

10.  A  fire  warden. 

11.  Three  assessors. 

§  2.  At  the  first  election  under  this  act  a  president, 
and  four  trustees,  and  a  police  justice,  and  one  collector, 
and  one  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  and  a 
treasurer  shall  bo  elected  by  the  electors  of  said  village.

The  police  justice  within  said  village  shall  pos-  f^^r^f*^ 
sess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction  in  all  cnminal  or  |M>iicd 
cases,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities,  ^'""^** 
and  shall  collect  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace 
in  the  town  of  Schroeppel ;  he  shall  keep  his  office  in 
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said  village,  and  hear  all  complainta;  hold  courts  of 
special  sessions,  and  conduct  other  criminal  business,  aa 
is  now  or  niay  by  law  be  done  by  a  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  town  of  Schroeppel.  The  police  justice  shall 
be  a  commissioner  of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Oswego, 
and  possess  the  same  powers  as  conmiissioners  of 
deeds  in  the  several  cities  of  this  State.

other  officer  authorized  to  issue  criminal  process ;  to  re- 
port to  the  president  all  suspicious  persons,  houses  of 
ill-fiune,  gaming  houses,  and  all  other  places  where 
idlers,  tipplers,  gamblers,  and  other  disorderly  and  sus- 
picioas  persons  congregate ;  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  from  time  to  time  as  the  president  of  the  village 
may  direct.  They  shall  take  into  their  custody  any  and 
all  persons  intoxicated  so  as  to  be  unable  to  take  care  of 
themselves,  and  keep  him  or  them  in  a  proper  place 
provided  by  the  trustees.

Section  1.  The  board  of  trustees  must,  within  ninety  Tnwteeito 
days  after  the  annual  meeting,  direct  the  assessors  to  J^^ 
proceed  and  assess  upon  the  taxable  inhabitants  and  usenmear 
property  liable  to  assessment  and  taxation  within  the 
village,  such  sum  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  besides 
funds  received  and  estimated  to  bie  received  from  other 
sources,  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  village 
for  the  current  year,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  allowed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  annual  meeting ;  also,  the  sum 
required  by  this  act  to  be  raised  and  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  of  the  village ;  also,  any  sum  directed 
to  be  raised  for  a  special  purpose,  and  which,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  can  be  raised  in  that  year.  The  Aggregate 
aggregate,  for  special  purposes,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  ****  ' 
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two  thousand  dollars,  and  the  whole  aggregate,  for  all 
purposes,  shall  not  exceed  four  thousand  dollars  in  one 
year.  They  must  also,  in  addition,  determine  the  num- 
ber of  days  of  highway  labor  to  be  assessed  for  every 
thousand  dollars  valuation  on  the  assessment  roll,  and 
which  must  not  be  less  than  two  nor  more  than  seven 
days  for  every  thousand  dollars,  not  to  exceed  one 
dollar  per  day.  Each  male  inhabitant  of  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  upward  shall  be  assessed  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents,  and  the  balance  shall  be  assessed  on 
estates,  real  and  personal,  within  said  village,  according 
to  the  value  of  their  property,  as  it  shall  appear  upon 
the  assessment  roll  for  the  year  in  which  such  money 
shall  be  raised ;  which  money  shall  be  expended  by  the 
superintendent  of  streets,  mider  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  trustees,  for  keeping  in  repair  the  streets,  highways, 
bridges,  lanes,  alleys  and  crosswalks  in  said  village,  and 
for  no  other  purpose  whatever.  The  board  shall  cause 
the  village  tax  roll  to  be  made  out  and  filed,  together 
with  a  copy  thereof,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk. 

^  2.  The  collector  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  of 
receiving  such  tax  roll  and  warrant,  and  designate  in 
said  notice  some  convenient  place  for  receiving  said  tax. 
Any  person  may  pay  his  tax  at  any  time  within  twenty 
days  after  such  notice,  by  paying  the  amount  of  the 
same,  and  one  per  cent,  fees  to  the  collector.  After

\  6.  Whenever  any  person,  whose  estate  or  property  {J|^y 
shall  be  assessed  or  taxed,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  iTmwMi^ 
the  same,  and  there  shall  be  no  personal  property  found,  *****' 
whereon  the  same  may  be  levied,  or  out  of  which  such 
tax  or  assessment  can  bo  collected,  the  collector  shall 
make  return  thereof  to  the  board  of  trustees,  who  are 
authorized  to  cause  the  estate  which  was  so  assessed  to 
be  sold  at  public  auction,  for  a  term  of  time  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  tax  or  assessment,  giving  four  weekis'  NoUoeof 
notice  of  such  sale,  by  putting  up  notices  in  five  public  how**^ 
and  conspicuous  places  in  said  village,  and  publishing  '^^^^' 
such  notices  in  a  public  newspaper  published  in  said  vil- 
lage, or  if  none  shall  be  published,  then  in  one  published 
in  the  city  of  Syracuse,  and  serving  personal  notice  on

sons claiming  such  damage;  but  in  case  the  damages 
ai*e  not  so  determined,  nor  released  without  remunera- 
tion, the  said  board  of  trustees  ahall,  on  being  notified 
by  the  president,  as  in  case  of  a  special  meeting  of  the 
board,  meet  and  cause  a  jury  of  six  freeholders  to  be 
summoned  to  determine  and  award  said  damages.  They 
shall  give  at  least  five  days'  notice  to  the  owner  or

^  12.    Any  person  interested  therein  may,   within  Appeals. 
twenty  days  after  notice  of  the  determination,  award 
and  assessment  of  the  jury,  appeal  from  the  decision,  by 
petition  to  any  court  of  record,  in  the  county  of  Oswego, 
or  in  any  adjoining  in  this  state,  praying  for  the  ap-

\  13.  Whenever  a  final  award  is  made  for  the  dam-  Awaniifor 
ag^  sustained  by  reason  of  laying  out,  opening,  widen-  hJS^' 
iag  or  altering  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  sidewalk  in  ***•"• 
said  village,  which  damages  shall  not,  taken  together, 
exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  in  any  one 
year,  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  within  twenty  days 
after  such  final  award,  assess  the  amount  of  such  dama- 
ges upon  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  in  said  village, 
aad  shall  make  out  an  assessment  roll  of  such  danoages, 
which  assessment  roll  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  tax  roll  is  col- 
lected.   And  the  trustees  shall,  within  one  year  from  How  pud 
the  time  of  such  final  award  and  determination,  pay  or  oriST" 
tender  the  amount  of  such  damage  to  t)ie  persons  to 
whom  the  same  shall  have  been  awarded;  and  in  case 
such  owner  shall  refuse  the  same,  or  be  unknown,  non- 
residents of  said  village,  idiots  or  lunatics,  or  the  rights 
and  interests  of  persons  claiming  the  same,  shall  be 
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doubtful,  it  shall,  in  such  cases,  be  lawful  for  the  trus- 
cees  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  damages  into  some  bank 
in  this  village  or  in  the  city  of  Syracuse,  for  the  benefit  of 
such  person  or  persons,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
the  facts  under  which  such  payment  is  made. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  raise,  by  assessment  and  by  tax  upon  the 
real  and  personal  property  in  said  village,  in  the  same 
manner  provided  by  this  act,  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  applied  exclu- 
sively to  the  payment  of  damages  for  opening,  straight- 
ening or  widening  highways,  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and 
sidewalks  in  said  village;  but  no  sum  shall  be  raised  for 
such  purpose  unless  the  iniprovement  shall  have  been 
determined  on  and  the  damages  awarded  by  a  final 
determination;  and  no  such  improvement  shall  be  made 
in  said  village,  the  whole  cost  of  which,  taken  together, 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  in  any 
one  year,  without  the  trustees  being  thereto  especially 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  qualified  to  vote  upon  a  resolution  for  raising 
money  by  tAX.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shau 
be  taken  to  authorize  the  raising  of  any  sum  in  addition 
to  tbe  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  authorized  to  be 
raised  by  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  act,  except 
for  the  erection  of  a  lock-up  or  some  other  public 
building. 

§  15.  The  board  of  trustees  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  plank,  flag  and  repair  the  sidewalks  in  said 
village,  and  assess  one-half  the  expense  of  such  improve- 
ments upon  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  fronting  upon  or 
adjoining  such  sidewalks,  and  in  case  a  sidewalk  shall 
be  made  on  one  side  only  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley, 
such  portion  of  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  assessed  on 
the  lots  on  the  opposite  side  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
as  the  trustees  shall  deem  equittible. 

§  16.  Upon  the  assessment  being  made  under  the  pi'e- 
ceding  section  an  assessment  roll  shall  be  made  by  the 
clerk,  anli  signed  by  the  president,  and  filed  in  the 
clerk's  oiBce,  and  a  copy  delivered  to  the  collector  to  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  tax  roll. 

§  17.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  all  the  streets, 
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highways,  lanes  and  alleys,  hereafter  laid  out  and 
opened  in  said  village,  to  .be  surveyed,  described, 
mapped,  and  a  description  thereof  recorded  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  the  clerk  for  that  purpose. 

§  18.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  f^^^ 
such  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in  said  village  as  au^ystetc- 
shall  have  been  heretofoi*e  regularly  laid  out  or  dedica- 
ted, but  not  recorded  or  sufficiently  described,  and  such 
as  shall  have  been  used  as  public  for  twenty  years,  but 
not  recorded,  to  be  ascertained,  described  and  entered 
of  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk  in  said 
Tillage. 

TITLE  VI. 

ASSESSORS. 

Section  I.   The  assessors  shall  hold  their  office  for  '^^^f 
three  years,  one  to  be  elected  each  year.  ■e«sSrt.  *** 

§  2.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  assessors,  within  ninety  days  i)ati«f  of 
next  after  the  annual  election,  to  prepare  an  assessment 
roll  and  valuation  of  property  subject  to  taxation  in  the 
Tillage,  and  to  complete  the  same,  in  all  respects,  as 
nearly  as  practicable,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law 
in  respect  to  town  assessors;  and  the  village  assessors 
are  hereby  invested  with  the  same  powers  in  respect  to 
assessmeiits  as  town  assessors  have,  including  the  power 
to  administer  oaths,  and  to  correct  the  valuation,  on  the 
application  of  the  persons  interested;  but  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  to  hear  applications  to  correct 
the  valuation,  must  be  published  at  least  two  weeks 
next  preceding  the  time  appointed,  in  a  newspaper 
printed  in  the  village,  and  also  posted  in  three  public 
places  in  said  village;  if  there  is  no  newspaper  printed 
in  said  village,  five  notices  shall  be  posted  in  conspicu- 
ous places  in  said  village. 

TITLE  VII. 

MISOBULANEOUS  FBOVISIONS. 

SscnoN  1.  No  account  or  claim  against  the  village  ciainM; 
shall  be  paid  until  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  oSrrJ^^ 
board  of  trustees,  and  audited  and  allowed  by  them,  at  ""^^ 
a  regular  meeting  of  the  board.    A  trustee  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  on  the  auditing  of  any  claim  in  which 
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he  has  any  interest.  No  amount  or  claim  shall  be  au- 
dited or  allowed  by  the  trustees  until  it  shall  have  been 
made  out  in  items,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  affi* 
davit  of  the  claimant,  that  the  several  items  of  such 
account  or  claim  are  correct,  and  that  no  part  thereof 
has  been  paid. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  said  board  from  disallowing 
any  account  or  claim,  in  whole  or  in  part,  nor  from  re* 
quiring  other  and  further  evidence  of  the  correctness 
and  reasonableness  thereof. 

§  3.  The  said  village  shall  have  no  power  to  borrow 
money,  nor  shall  it  be  liable  to  pay  moneys  borrowed 
on  its  account  or  advanced  in  its  behalf  by  its  officers, 
or  by  any  other  person ;  nor  shall  any  of  its  moneys  or 
property  be  applied  to  any  such  purpose ;  nor  shall  said 
village  incur  any  debt  or  liability  beyond  the  amount  of 
taxes  specially  applicable  to  the  payment  of  such  debt 
or  liabilities,  which  shall  have  been  voted  to  be  raised 
in  said  village  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  debt 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  first  money  raised  thereafter. 

§  4.  Any  officer  or  person  who  shall  assume  to  create 
a  debt  or  incur  a  liability  or  approximate  any  moneys 
or  property  of  the  village,  contrary  to  the  last  section, 
shall  be  personally  liable  for  such  debt  or  liability,  and 
to  the  village  for  such  money  or  property. 

§  5.  No  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  in- 
terested in  any  contract  to  which  the  village  shall  be  a 
party. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  justice, 
witness,  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant 
or  tax-payer  in  said  village,  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
in  which  the  village  is  interested. 

§  7.  Any  pecuniary  penalty  incurred  by  any  minor  for 
violating  any  by-law,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the  trustees, 
may  be  enforced  and  collected  of  the  parents  or  guardian 
of  such  minor. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  keep  and  preserve  a 
journal  of  all  its  proceedings ;  and  all  questions  passed 
upon  by  said  board  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes, 
when  required  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  be  en- 
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tered  and  recorded  in  sard  journal,  and  said  journal  shall 
also  contain  the  names  of  the  members  of  said  board 
present  and  ▼<^iQg  on  any  question,  and  the  affirmative 
and  negative  votes  of  the  members  so  voting. 

§  9.  The  tnisteea  shall  report  in  writing  to  each  annual  ^j[^|!^\ 
meeting  of  the  electors,  a  statement  or  account  of  the  at%mid 
i^pts  and  expenditures  of  the  corporation  for  the  "••*"**• 
preceding  year,  which  statement  shall  show  the  name 
of  eveiy  p^rscm  who  shall  have  had  "any  account  or 
claim  allowed  by  them,  the  amount  of  such  claim,  and 
a  brief  statement  of  the  nature,  of  the  demand,  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk.

destroy,  or  injure  anything  there  growing,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  as  ui  such  oases  provided  by 
law. 

^  2.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  cut  down,  de« 
stroy,  or  in  any  way  injure  any  tree,  shrub  or  vine

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uate  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  and  bounded 
and  described  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Thirteenth  street,  distant  four  hundred 
and  foiiy-three  feet  and  six  inches  westerly  from  the  in- 
tersection of  the  northerly  side  of  Thirteenth  street  with 
the  westerly  side  of  Second  avenue;  running  thence 
northerly  and  parallel  with  Second  avenue,  and  through 
the  center  of  a  party  wall  one  hundred  and  three  feet 
and  three  inches  to  the  center  line  of  the  block  ;  thence 
westerly  along  said  center  line  sixteen  feet  and  six  inches;

Ann  Harlan,  the  widow,  and  Growen  Har- 
lan, HftnTnih  Bobinson,  wife  of  Sylvanus  Robinson,  Wil- 
liam Harlan,  Thomaa  Harlan  and  Isaac  Harlan,  children 
of  William  EEarlan,  deceased,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
take,  hold,  convey  and  dispose  of  all  that  piece  or  parcel 
of  land  situate  in  the  town  of  Shelby,  in  the  county  of 
Orleans,  and  State  of  New  York,  of  which  the  said  Wil- 
liam Hsurlan  died  seized,  and  upon  which  Mrs.  Ann  Har- 
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Ian  now  resides,  the  same  having  been  conveyed  to  him

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  to 
provide  for  the  enrolment  of  the  militia,  the 
organissation  and  discipline  of  the  National 
Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  for  the 
public  defense,"  passed  April  twenty-third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  designated  as 
the  Military  Code  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Passed  May  6, 1868 ;  tfaree«fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  ninety-one  of  chapter  four  hun« 
dred  and  seventy-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  designated  as  the  Military  Code  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

^  91.  The  Conunander-in*Chief  is  hereby  authorized,  Miiitarr 
80  often  as  he  may  deem  that  the  ffood  of  the  service  mm\w 
requires,  to  appoint  a  piilitary  board  or  commission  of  ^^^o. 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  officers,  to  sit  at  ^"' 
such  place  as  he  shall  direct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
gamine  into  the  physical  ability,  moral  chai*acter,  capa^ 
city,  attainments,  general  fitness  for  the  service,  and 
efficiency  of  such  commissioned  officers,  as  the  CSom- 
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mander*in-Chief  maj  order  to  be  examined  by  said 
board,  or  who  may  be  reported  for  examination  to  the 
Adjutant-General  by  commanding  officers  of  their  regi- 
ments, or  general  officers  commanding  their  brigades  or 
divisions,  and  upon  such  report  may  be  ordered  to  be 
examined  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.

^  11.  Whenever  the  Governor  shall,  by  proclamation 
duly  made  and  by  general  orders  duly  issued,  revive  and 
reinforce  the  sections  suspended  by  section  one  of  this 
act,  then  sections  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight 
and  nine  of  this  act  shall  be  without  foi*ce,  and  shall  be 
null  and  void.

AN  ACT  to  enable  Conrad  Poppenhusen  to  found 
an  institution  in  the  village  of  College  Point. 

Passed  May  6,  1868. 
I%e  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aseembly,  do  enact  as  fullows: 

SscnoN  1.  Conrad  Poppenhusen,  of  College  Point,  gj°^^' 
in  the  town  of  Flushing,  in  Queens  county,  is  hereby  hum  m- 
mthorized  to  convey  or  devise  to  the  body  corporate  ^^m 
hereinafter  created,  that  certain  piece  of  land  in  the  u^'Tto  n 
TiUage  of  College  Point,  on  the  south  side  of  Second  JSjJlJ^ 
avenne,  opposite  Sixth  street,  bounded  easterly  by  land 
of  Augusta  T.  Stendel;   southerly  by  Third  avenue; 
westerly  by  land  of  said  Conrad  Poppenhusen,  and 
northerly  by  said  Second  avenue;  being  about  fifty  feet 
in  front  and  rear,  and  about  two  hundred  feet  deep, 
upon  such  trusts  and  conditions  as  would  be  held  valid 
if  made  by  testamentaiy  devise,  for  the  purpose  of  found-  ^f^^^^^ 
iog  and  establishing  a  public  institution  in  said  village,  Md1^°* 
for  the  protection,  care  and  custody  of  infants  under  the  t^e'^reor. 
age  of  five  years;  together  with  an  institution  for  the 
advancement  of  science  and  art;  together  with  such 
scientific  and  historical  collections,  chemical  and  philo- 
Bopbieal  apparatus,  books,   drawings,  pictures,  statues 
and  other  means  of  instruction,  as  may  be  useful  for 
that  purpose;  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  moral 
and  social  condition  of  the  working  classes. 
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§  2.  Cobrad  Poppenhusen  and  his  asaigns  shall  be 
and  hereby  are  constitnted  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
name  ^nd  title  of  *'  The  Conrad  Poppenhusen  Associa- 
tion, for  the  advancement  of  knowledge,  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  moral  and  social  condition  of  the 
working  classes,"  and  its  corporate  existence  shall  com- 
mence when  the  said  Conrad  Poppenhusen  shall  convey 
or  devise  to  it  the  Itrnds  above  mention^,  and  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars* 

^  3.  The  said  iilstittttion  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  a  body  corporate,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  liabilities  and  restrictions  contained  in  title 
third  of  ehi^ter  eighteen  of  part  first  of  the  Bevised 
Statutes,  except  that,  it  shall  be  lawfu}  for  said  institu-

§  12.  The  body  corporate  hereby  created  may  take 
and  hold  the  property  above  mentioned,  and  such  build- 
ings or  erections  as  may  be  placed  thereon,  and  may 
lease  such  portions  of  the  building  as  they  may  deem 
most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  institution,  and 
may  receive  its  rents  and  revenues,  and  any  other  dona^ 
tions  ai^d  endowments  which  may  be  made  in  aid  of  the 
objects  hereuiabove  expressed,  or  any  endowments  or 
donations  made  or  to  be  made  to  the  tillage  of  College 
Point,  and  apply  the  same,  or  the  income  tnereof,  to  the

rents  and  revenues  of  said  property,  as  well  before  as 
after  the  conveyance  thereof,  to  the  body  corporate  here- 
by created,  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  institution, 
including  the  preservation,  renovation,  and  repairs  of 
the  boildings  to  be  erected  upon  said  property,  and  the 
proper  maintenance  and  increase  of  the  apparatus  and 
collections;  and  while  so  used  neither  the  lands  nor  the 
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boildings  nor  their  oocttents  nor  any  funds  or  donations 
in  aid  of  its  legitimate  objects  shall  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion. It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  board  to  sell  or 
mortgage  the  said  land  or  buildings  or  any  part  thereof, 
nor  to  contract  any  pecunial*y  engagement  exceeding 
the  revenues  of  the  cnrrenlt  year,  nor  to  receive  any  pen 
contary  compensation  for  fads  services. 

The  members  &£  the  board  of  Control,  constituted 
as  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  them, 'shall  establish  by- 
laws for  the  guidance  and  government  of  said  association,

The  Peoj^h  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Canal  Commissioners  are  hereby  an- 
'thorLzed  and  directed  to  construct  a  suitable  iron  bridge, 
with  two  roadways,  and  two  sidewalks,  over  the  Cayuga 
and  Seneca  canal,  at  the  place  where  Ovid  street  crosses 
said  canal  in  the*  village  of  Seneca  Falls. 

§  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  of  the  Can^  Department,  out  of  any  money 
appropriated  for  ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  of 
the  canals,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expense 
of  constructing  said  bridge :  provided,  however,  that

than  two  thousand  pounds  of  coal  to  the  ton,  purported 
to  be  sold  by  him,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  Fine  and

Patrick  Rogers,  of  the  village  of  West  Troy,  in  the 
county  of  Albany,  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been

and  if  the  fiiets  proved  or  appearing  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  Appraisers,  on  such  hearing  and  review,  or  p^.^^.  ,^^ 
either,  would  in  their  opinion  make  out  a  case  of  neglect  to  (rovern 
on  the  part  of  the  State  which  would  create  a  legal  lia-  ^1^.^^'^ 
bility,  were  the  same  established  in  evidence  against  an 
individual  or  corporation  in  a  court  of  justice,  they  shall 
award  such  damages  to  such  claimant  as  shall  be  equal 
to  or  necessaiy  to  pay  such  estimated  legal  damages. 
Each  party  may  appeal  to  the  Canal  Board,  as  in  other  ^ppeau. 
cases.

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§  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department,  such  sums  as  may  be 
awarded  by  vurtue  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury;  so  much  of  such  moneys 
being  hereby  appropriated  to  that  purpose  for  the  pay- 
ment of  canal  damages,  and  being  made  chargeable  to 
the  pi'oper  fund. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  672. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Canal  Commissioners 
to  construct  embankments  and  walls  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  outlet  of  the  DeRuy  ter  reservoir, 
in  the  town  of  Fabius. 

Passed  May  6,  1868  ;  three*fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Canal  Commissioners  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  construct  such  embankments 
and  walls  along  the  west  bank  of  the  outlet  of  the 
DeEuyter  reservoir,  or  east  branch  of  Limestone  creek, 
in  the  town  of  Fabius,  county  of  Onondaga,  as  may  in 
their  judgment  be  necessary  and  proper  to  fully  protect 
and  preserve  the  highways  of  said  town  from  injury  by 
reason  of  the  leakage  and  overflow  of  water  firom  said 
outlet. 

§  2.  The  Ti'easurer  shall  pay  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department,  out  of  money  appro- 
priated for  extraordinary  repairs  of  the  canals,  such  sum, 
not  exceediug  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  work  authorized  by 
the  first  section  of  this  act. 
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Chap.  673. 

AN  ACT  to  consolidate,  re-enact  and  amend  the 
Charter  of  the  village  of  Yonkers,  in  the 
county  of  Weetohester,  passed  April  twelfth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  (he  sev- 
eral acts  amending  the  same,  and  to  extend 
the  powers  of  the  corporation. 

Passed  May  6,  1868  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represerUed  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  folloios  : 

TITLE  I. 

OF  THE  BOUNDARIES    OF   THE   VILLAGE    OF  YONKERS,  ITS 
GORFORAXE  NAME  AND  PO^VERS. 

Section  1.  All  that  pai*t  of  the  township  of  Yonkers,  viuair» 
in  the  county  of  Westchester,  embraced  within  the  fol-.  riM!"**' 
lowing  boundaries,  that  is  to  say:  Begiuuing  at  the 
Hudson  river  at  low  watermark,  at  the  southwesterly 
oomer  of  the  farm  of  Edward  F.  Shounard,  and  run- 
ning thence  along  the  southerly  line  of  said  Shounard's 
hmd,  south  sixty-three  degrees,  east  five  thousand  one 
hundred  feet  to  the  easterly  margin  of  the  Nepperhan 
river ;  thence  southerly  along  the  eastern  mavgin  of  the 
md  Nepperhan  river,  live  thousand  three  hundred  feet 
to  the  line  between  the  lands  of  Rev.  R.  Hubbard  and 
lands  of  Lemuel  W.  Wells,  Ethan  Flagg,  and  W.  W. 
Scrugham;  thence  along  said  line  between  lands  of 
Bev.  B.  Hubbard,  and  laqds  of  said  Wells,  Flagg  and 
Scrogham,  south,  fifty-three  degrees  and  thirty  minutes, 
east  three  hundred  feet  to  the  easterly  side  of  Walnut 
street;  thence  following  the  easterly  side  of  Walnut 
street  and  a  continuation  thereof  in  the  same  direction, 
south  thirty-two  degrees  west,  five  thousand  two  hun- 
dred feet  to  the  line  between  lands  of  Robert  P. 
Getty  and  lands  of  Thomas  W.  Ludlow ;  thenoe  follow^ 
ing  said  line  between  said  Getty's  and  Ludlow's  lands, 
tlm»ugh  lands  now,  or  late  of  S.  T.  Williams,  north 
seventy-six  degrees  and  fifteen  minutes  west,  to  the 
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westerly  line  of  the  old  Albany  post  road,  now  called 
Broadway;  theucQ  tbrqugk  lamds^'  Thoknas  W.  Ludlow, 
north  seventy-six  degrees  and  ^fteen  minutes  west,  three 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fitly  feet,  to  the  Hudson 
river  at  low  water  mark ;  thence  northerly  along  the 
Hudson  rivor  at  low  water  maiic,  to  the  plaoe  of  begin- 
ning; including  all  doc^  wharves^  piers,  extensions, 
lands  and  improvements,  oiade  or  to  be  made,  on  the 
easterly  side  of  the  Hudson  river  and  west  of  and  con- 
nected with  the  lands  aforesaid,  and  including  also 
whatever  land  on  the  easterly  margin  of  Nepperhan 
river  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  necessary  for  building 
abutments  and  foundations  for  any  bridge  across  said 
river ;  shall  continue  to  be  known  and  distinguished  as 
the  **  village  of  Yonkers." 

§  2.  The  inhabitants  resident  within  the  boundaries 
aforesaid,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  corporation,  and 
shall  hereafter  be  known  in  law  by  the  corporate  name 
of  "  The  village  of  Tonkers,"  and  by  that  name  they 
and  their  successors  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  complaining 
and  defending  in  any  couit  of  law  or  equity,  and  may 
adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure,  and  take,  hold,  purchase,  sell,  assign  and 
convey  any  personal  or  real  estate,  as  the  purposes  of 
the  corporation  shall  legally  require. 

TITLE  n. 
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OF  TEOS  OFHOEBS  07  THE  VIIX^GB,   TWSJB  ELECTION  AND 
QUAUFIGATIONS. 

SECnotf  1.  The  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, six  trustees,  a  police  justice  and  a  treasurer,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  the  electors  of  said 
village,  and  shall  hold  their  offiises  respectively  during 
the  terms  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  duly  qualified. 

§  S.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  appoint  such 
place  and  time  of  day  for  the  election  of  the  atoi*esaid 
officers,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  giving  three  weeks' 
previous  notice  thereof  by  posting  notices  as  hereinafter 
provided,  or  by  publishing  the  said  notice  in  one  or 
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more  of  the  village  newspapers,  or  by  both;  but  they 
sball  not  desigimte  auy  place  for  :bokling  such  election 
where  spirituous  liquors  are  accustomed  to  be  sold. 

^  3.  Every  inhabitant  actually  residing  in  said  village, 
who  possesses  tho  qualifioatioQs  necessary  to  entitle  him 
to  vote  for  Members  of  Assembly^  shall  b0  qualified,  tp 
vote  for  all  officei*s  to  be  elected  by  vii*tuo  of  this  act, 
but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  propo- 
sition to  raise  money  by  tax,  at  any  meeting  or  election 
in  said  village^  unless  he  shall,  at  the  time,  be  liable  to 
be  assessed  for  auoh  tax. 

§  4.  All  the  cheers  of  aald  villa^  shall  be  residents 
and  legal  voters  of  said  village  whil^  holding  their  re- 
spective c^ces,  and  when  any  officer  of  s^id  village  shall 
.cease  to  be  a  resident  thei*eof  or  of  the  ward  from  which 
lie  shall  be  elected,  his  oiBce  shall  be  vacated. 

§  5.  An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
March  In  each  and  every  year,  for  the  election  of  the 
officers  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  title,  and  the 
trustees  of  said  village  shidi  annually  appoint  three 
inspectors  of  such  election,  and  the  inspectors  so  ap- 
pointed, or  a  majority  of  them,  ahall  furnish  to  the  trus- 
tees a  certificate  showing  the  whole  number  of  ballots 
received  and  the  number  c^  for  each  candidate,  and 
tiie  persons  receiving  tho  greatest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  d.eemed  duly  elected  to  their  respective  offices. 

§  6.  At  each  annual  election  three  trustees  sball  be 
elected,  the  term  of  whose  office  sbidl  oommeuce  on  the 
first  Tuesday  succeeding  their  elecdoo,  and  expire  on  the 
first  Tuesday  following  the  second  annual  election 
thereafter. 

^  7.  The  term  of  office  of  the  president  shall  expire  in 
two  years  from  the  Tuesday  next  sttcceedi|)ghi$  election. 
The  term  of  office  of  the  police  justice,  (after  the  elec- 
tion of  the  successor  to  the  present  incumbent  of  that 
office,)  shall  expire  in  four  years  from  the'  Tuesday  next 
succeeding  hia  election*  The  teirm  of  office  of  the  tr eas- 
orer  shall  expire  in  one  year  from  the  Tuesday  next 
sueeeeding  his  election  All  laws  relating  to  general 
decdons  for  State  offioeta,  Ba&r  m  the  same  shaU  be 
applicable,  shall  be  deamfsdtQ -apply  to  all  electiens  au- 
tboiised  by  this  .act;  and  thf  wpeotdra  of  i^l  elections 
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under  this  act,  shall  haVe  the  same  power  and  authority, 
in  all  respects  as  near  a«  may  be^  as  inspectors  of  elec- 
tions  in  towns  possess. 

§  8.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  president  and  trustee, 
occasioned  in  any  manner,  may  also  be  filled  at  a  special 
election,  called  and  appointed  by  the  trui^tees  in  office 
for  the  time  being,  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
as  an  annual  election.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  treas- 
urer shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  board  of 
trastees  until  the  next  annual  election.  All  appoint- 
ments by  the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act  shall  be  by 
^i^rratit,  uncler  the  coi-porate  seal,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent ^i'  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board  of  trustees  and 
the  dterk.  Iti  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  a  president  or 
trustee  at  ui  annual  election,  or  if  from  any  cause  there 
shall  be  no  president  or  trustee,  the  clerk  shall  appoint 
the  time  and  plade  for  holding  a  special  election  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  appoint  the  inspectors  of  said  elec- 
tion. And  m  c^  there  shall  be  no  president,  trustee 
or  clerk,  the  county  judge  of  the  county  of  Westches- 
ter, or  any  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  upon  the  re- 
quest in  writing  of  any  six  inhabit^ts  qualiiied  to  vote 
under  thid  act,  shall  appoint  an  election  and  inspectors 
thereof,  which  election  shall  thereupon  foe  held  in  the 
manner  pi-esCribed  for  holding  ffnnual  elections  in  said 
village. 

§  9.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affiimation 
of  office  presonbed  by  the  Comstitution  of  this  State. 
Such  oath  or  affirmation  may  be  taken  before  any  person 
authorized  to  administer  b^ths,  and  shall  he  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  villagie. 

TITLBIJI. 

OF  TUB  ^BSamlCNT,  HIS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

S&onoK  1.  The^preri^nt  shall  be  the  execotive  oflicer 
of  the  village,  aild  shall  have  power  to  call  special 
'^eethigs  of  the  trufiitees  when  he  shall  think  proper, 
and  shall  call  snch  meetings  when  requested  to  do  so  by 
any  *  two  of  "the  trustees;'  abd  preside  when  present  at 
all  meetings  of  ihe  ma  trusted,  ind  give  the  oastiag 
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vote  when  necessary.    It  shall  be  his  duty  to  sign,  as 
such  president,  all  by-laws,  rules,  regulations,  ordinances, 
orders,  licenses,  bonds,  appointments,  deeds,  covenants 
and  contracts  made  by  the  trustees  in  behalf  of  said 
corporation;  tasee  that  all  bj'^-laws,  rules,  orders,  regu- 
lations and  ordinances  lawfully  made  by  the  trustees 
are  carried  into  effect  and  duly  executed ;  to  give  the 
proper  notice  of  every  special  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  village,  held  under  the  authority,  and  for  the  objects 
specified  in  this  act ;  to  preside  when  present  at  all 
meetings  thus  convened;  to  collect  all  fines,  penalties 
and  forfeitures  iucarred  under  this  act,  or  by  any  by-law, 
rule,  order,  regulation  or  decision  made  in  pursuance  there- 
of; to  conmience  and  prosecute  all  such  suits,  in  the  name 
of  the  corporation,  as  shall  be  necessarj'  or  may  be  ordered 
or  directed  by  the  trustees;  to  pay  all  monej'^s  which  shall 
come  into  his  hands  tor  the  use  of  the  said  corporation 
to  the  treasurer  thereof,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  to 
sign  and  direct  the  payment  of  all  accounts  and  demands 
against  the  said  corporation  that  have  been  audited  and 
allowed  by  the  trustees,  and  all  other  legal  drafts  and 
demands  upon  the  treasurer  of  said  village;  and  to  do 
all  such  other  acts  and  things  as  usually  appertain  or 
belong  to  the  duties  of  such  presiding  officer,  or  which 
the  said  trustees  may  legally  require  him  to  do.     The 
president  shall  receive  no  salary  or  compensation  for  his 
services  as  such  president  under  this  act. 

^  2.  In  case  of  the  absence,  sickness  or  death  of  the 
president  during  his  term  of  ofiice,  a  presidenr  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  board  of  trustees  from  their  own  number, 
who  shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges, 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  of  the  president  of  said 
village,  until  the  election  of  a  president  by  the  electors 
of  said  village  at  the  annual  or  special  election,  in 
place  of  the  president  who  shall  have  died;  or  until  the 
recovery  or  return  of  a  president  who  shall  have  been 
sick  or  absent  while  holding  said  ofiice. 

§  3.  In  case  the  president  shall  at  any  time  refuse  or 

neglect,  for  ten  days,  to  sign  as  prescribed  in  the  first 

,  section  of  this  title  the  saia  by-laws,  rules,  regulations, 

ordinances,  orders,  licenses,  bonds,  appointments,  deeds, 

covenants  and  contracts,  then  the  same,  provided  the 
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trustees  by  a  two-third  vote  shall  so  direct,  shall  be 
good  and  valid  without  the  signature  of  the  said  presi- 
dent. 

TITLE  IV. 

OF  TIIE  TBEASUBER,  HIS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  village 
of  Yonkers,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  such  sum  and 
with  such  sureties  as  the  board  of  ti-ustees  shall  approve, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  that  he  will  account  for  and  pay  over  all 
moneys  received  by  him  as  lawfully  required,  which 
bond,  duly  acknowledged,  with  the  affidavits  of  the 
sureties,  and  the  approval  of  the  boai*d  of  trustees,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village. 

§  2.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  directed 
to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  eoi*poration,  and  pay 
out  the  same,  and  shall  render  an  account  of  the  state 
of  the  finances  to  the  trustees,  when  ordered  by  them, 
and  shall  deliver  all  books,  papers  and  property  of  the 
corporation  in  his  hands*  to  his  successor  in  office,  on 
demand.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  for 
any  purpose  unless  directed  and  appropriated  by  a  pre- 
vious Fote  of  the  trustees,  upon  a  draf't  drawn  by  the 
clerk,  countersigned  by  the  president  of  the  said  village 
for  the  time  being,  and  the  treasurer,  in  his  settlement 
with  the  trustees,  shall  be  allowed  for  no  moneys  except 
such  as  are  paid  out  as  above,  and  shall  receive  for  his 
compensation  one  per  cent  on  all  moneys  paid  out  by 
him  (except  moneys  paid  by  him  to  his  successor  in 
office),  wluch  compensation  shall  be  allowed  him  by 
said  trustees,  on  inspection  of  his  accounts,  if  the  same 
are  found  correct.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasmrer, 
in  each  and  eveiy  year,  during  the  period  in  which  he 
shall  hold  such  office,  to  make  a  statiement  of  his  ac- 
counts, including  all  moneys  received  by  him,  whether 
of  principal  or  interest,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  has 
expended  or  disbursed  the  same,  which  statement  shall 
be  verified  by  his  oath,  and  published  in  the  iiewspapers 
printed  in  said  village,  at  least  one  week  preceding  each 
annual  election.     All  moneys  paid  to  the  said  treasurer, 
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by  order  of  any  court,  in  the  matter  of  laying  out  or 
opening  streets  or  highways,  as  prescribed  in  this  act, 
shall  be  paid  out  by  him  to  the  person  entitled  to 
receive  the  same  by  said  order,  upon  the  legal  i*eceipts 
of  such  persons,  in  proper  form,  without  the  drafts  of 
said  clerk  as  aforesaid.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
said  treasurer  to  keep  true  and  accurate  accounts  of  all 
moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  him  as  such  treasurer, 
but  in  such  manner  and  form,  and  subject  at  all  times  to 
such  examination,  as  the  board  of  trustees  by  ordinance 
or  resolution  shall  prescribe. 

TITLE  V. 

OF  THE  VELLAOE  CLEBK,  HIS  I^WEBS  XfTD  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  officers  nained  in  title  viiiii^ 
two,  section  one,  there  shall  be  a  village  clerks  who  ap^intodT 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  and  hold 
his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board,,  and  receive 
such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  board  shall 
think  proper  to  allow,  which  compensation  shall  be 
fixed  at  the  ccnnmeucement  of  his  term,  and  not  be 
changed  during  his  term  of  office. 

§  2.  The  clerk  shall  attend  and  act  as  clerk  at  all 
meetings  of  the  trustees,  record  their  proceedings,  keep  orcierk!' 
all  books  and  papers  and  the  seal  of  the  corporation,' 
and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  on  demand;  and 
copies  of  all  papei*s  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  tran- 
scripts from  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  certified  by  him  under  the  corpoi-ate  seal, 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  {ike  maimer  as  if  the 
original  were  produced;  and  fijir  certifying  the  same  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  six  cents  for  evety  hundred 
words  so  certified,  from  the  peraon  requiring  the  same. 
The  books  and  papers  under  his  custody  and  control 
shall  always  be  produced  for  inspection  to  any  person 
who  may  be  interested;  he  shall  attend  to  the  publica* 
tion  oi  all  by-laws,  ordinances  and  notices  which  the 
trustees  shall  direct;  notify  all  persons  of  their  election 
or  appointment  to  office  under  this  act,  and  peiform 
such  other  duties  as  the  trustees  may,  from  time  to 
time,  lawfully  direct  or  ordain. 
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§  3.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  poll-list  of  the  names  o1 
all  persons  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  taxable  inhabi 
tants  called  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  such  meeting,  such 
person  as  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  therefor  h3^  the 
trustees  shall  on  such  occasions,  perform  the  duties  ap- 
pertaining to  such  clerk. 

TITLE  VI. 
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or  THE  POLICE  JUSTICE,  HIS  K)WERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  police  justice  shall  have  exclusive  jii 
risdictioft  in  all  criminal  cases  that  may  arise  within  the 
corporate  bounds  of  the  village  of  Yonkcrs,  with  the 
same  powers  and  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  liabih'- 
ties  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  cases.  He  shall 
also  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  actions  brought  to 
recover  fines  or  penalties  for  the  violation  of  these  acts, 
and  of  the  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  village  of  Yonkers.  He  shall  also  have,  within  the 
bounds  of  said  village,  the  same  powers  and  jurisdic- 
tion in  civil  cases  as  are  now  possessed  by  justices  of  the 
peace  ;  and  all  his  judgments  and  proceedings  may  be 
reviewed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now,  or  may  be,  pro- 
vided by  law  in  cases  of  judgments  and  proceedings  of 
justices  of  the  peace.  But  he  shall  have  no  power  to 
hold  his  court  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  village  of 
Yonkers,  nor  have  jurisdiction  over  any  cause  arising 
outside  of  said  limits.  In  case  of  his  absence  from  the 
village,  or  of  his  illness  or  inability  to  attend  to  his 
said  duties,  the  same  services  may  be  rendered  and  per- 
formed b}'^  any  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  the 
town  of  Ydukers.  He  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  of  Westchester  a  copy  of  his  signature  for  com- 
parison of  all  affidavits,  acknowledgments  or  other  legal 
papers,  signed  by,  or  taken  before  him,  as  police  justice. 

\  2.  The  said  justice  shall  keep  a  docket,  in  which 
shall  be  entered  fully  minutes  of  all  business  done  be- 
fore him  as  said  justice,  and  which  docket  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  or  any  committee  appointed  by  them,  to  cxiiw- 
•ine  the  same.     Such  docket  shall  be  and  remain  the 
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'  the  conrt ;  and  at  the  'expiration  or  sooner 
on  of  his  term  of  office,  the  same  shall  be 
be  clerk  of  the  county  of  Westchester.

;  and  when  judgments  shall  be  rendered  in

The  tru9t^es  shall  have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  finances,  and  of  all  the  property,  real 
and  personal,  belomging  to  the  corporation,  and  the  cus- 
tody of  the  records  and  papers  of  the  village ;  shall  su- 
perintend, or  appoint  persons  to  superintend  all 
the  works,  labor,  and  improvements  done  and  be- 
stowed upon  any  of  th^  streets,  roads,  lanes,  alleys, 
bridges,  docks,  or  sidewalks  in  said  village;  shall 
procure  the. materials  for  the  same,  employ  the  laborers 
and  do  apd  perform  such  other  services  m  may  be  prs- 
scribed  by  this  act,  or  by  the  said  trustees,  and  shall 
have  power  and  authority  within  said  village  to  make, 
establish,  publish,  alter,  modify,  enforce,  amend,  and 
repeal  rules,  resolutions,  regulations,  ordinances,  and 
by-laws,  for  tbe  foUowing  purposes,  umnely :

9.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery 
cellar,  tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  t^iimery,  stall 
privy,  sewer,  slaughter  house,  skin  factory,  or  orhei 
unwholesome  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  abate 
or  discontinue  the  same,  whenever  the  same  may  b( 
necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  or  convenience  of  th( 
inhabitants  of  said  village. 

10.  To  remove,  destroy,  prevent  or  abate  nuisances 
to  regulate  slaughter  houses,  to  direct  or  prevent  th 
use  or  location  of  the  same,  and  to  abate  luiisauce 
generally. 

11.  To  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of  gui 
powder  and  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materiab 

12.  To  regulate  the  ringing  of  bells  ;  to  erect  or  allo\ 
to  be  erected,  in  any  of  the  streets  or  squares  of  th 
village,  hay  scales,  and  to  appoint  weighers,  measurer 
and  an  examiner  of  weights  and  measures  for  sai* 
village ;  which  said  examiner  of  weights  and  measure 
shall  have  the  power  at  all  resasonable  and  proper  time 
within  business  hours  to  inspect  and  examine  the  weight 
and  measures  used  in  said  corporate  limits,  and  shal 
have  the  ri^ht  to  enter  any  store  or  building  in  sai 
village  for  tne  purpose  of  such  inspection  or  examine 
tion ;  his  duties,  and  mode,  and  rate  of  eompensatio 
shall  be  more  particularly  prescribed  by  the  said  truj 
tees  by  ordinance. 

13.  To  sanction  or  prohibit,  in  their  discretion,  ai 
exhibitions  of  any  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  can 
vans  of  animals,  circuses,  theatricals  and  other  shows  o 
exhibitions  or  performances  for  money  within  th 
bounds  of  said  corporation.  The  trustees  or  a  niajorit 
of  them  may  license  any  such  exhibition  or  perforniaiic< 
on  payment  for  the  benefit  of  said  corporation  of  m 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollers  fc 
each  day  of  such  exhibition  or  performance  in  all  c^e 
where  the  amount  is  not  specified  by  a  vote  of  the  boar 
of  trustees ;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  coi 
strued  to  prevent  the  delivery  of  literary,  historical  an 
scientific  lectures  in  said  village,  the  use  and  cxlnbitio 
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of  apparatus  illustrating  the  same,  and  the  receiving 
money  for  the  same,  nor  shall  any  license  be  required 
for  the  delivery  of  such  lecture. 

14.  To  construct  and  regulate  reservoirs,  hydrants, 
irater  pipes,  public  pumps  and  wells,  and  to  prevent 
unnecessui-y  use  or  waste  of  water  of  the  same. 

15.  To  grade,  pitch,  leyel  and  repair,  construct,  make, 
amend  or  relay  any  street,  lane,  alley,  road  or  highway, 
sidewalks,  crosswalks,  bridges,  docks,  sewers  or  aque- 
ducts, either  with  plank,  stone,  brick,  dirt,  gravel,  or 
other  mateml,  as  said  trustees  may  determine,  and  to 
provide  for  the  planting  or  setting,  and  protecting  or 
removal  of  ornamental  or  shade  trees  in  any  public 
square,  gromids  or  streets  in  said  village;  and  to  give 
names  to  streets,  squares  and  places,  and  numbers  to  the 
buildings  thereon,  and  to  change  the  same  in  their  dis- 
cretion. 

16.  To  survey  the  boundaries  and  streets  of  said  vil- 
lage; establish  the  same  and  make  a  map  thereof  and  of 
the  said  village. 

17.  To  enter  and  authorize  others  to  enter  in  the  day- 
time, when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  do  so,  any  building 
in  the  said  village  in  which  there  shall  be  a  fireplace, 
chimney,  stove  or  stovepipe,  for  the  purpose  of  examin- 
ing the  condition  of  the  same,  and  to  make  such  regula- 
tions in  regard  thereto  as  a  proper  security  against  fires 
shall  in  their  judgment  require. 

18.  To  exercise  all  other  powers  confeiTed  on  them 
by  this  act,  or  any  other  law  of  this  State,  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever. 

19.  To  regulate  the  use  of  all  docks,  .whqrves  and 
piers  within  the  limits  of  said  village,  so  as  oetter  to 
protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  owners  thereof; 
to  provide  against  all  obstructions  to  the  landing  of 
steamboats  at  their  customary  and  usual  docks  and 
places  of  landing,  and  for  the  removal  of  any  such  ob- 
structions; to  establish  the  rates  of  wharfage  and  dock- 
age, and  to  enforce  the  collection  thereof ;  and  to  prevent 
the  throwing  into  the  waters  adjacent  thereto  of  anything 
that  shall  prevent  or  interfere  with  the  use  of  any  such 
dock,  wharf  or  pier,  and  to  provide  for  the  removal  and 
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sale  of  all  articles  and  things  whatsoever  that  shall  en- 
cumber  said  wharves,  docks  and  piers. 

20.  To  provide  for  the  more  effectual  and  speedy  pay- 
ment and  collection  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  that  have 
been  imposed,  laid  or  assessed  by  virtue  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  which  shall  remain  due  and 
unpaid,'  or  which  shall  be  hereafter  imposed,  laid, 
levied,  assessed  or  confirmed,  and  remaining  due  and 
unpaid. 

21.  To  compel  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  of  land, 
or  of  any  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  situated  within  the 
limits  of  stid  village,  to  fence,  to  drain,' or  to  fill  in  the 
same,  in  such  manner  and  within  such  time,  and  under 
such  penalties  and  conditions  as  the  said  trustees  shall 
by  ordinance  require. 

22.  To  appoint  or  employ  an  attorney,  or  attomies, 
or  counsel,  for  the  prosecution  or  defence  of  any  suit  or 
proceedings  by  or  against  the  village,  or  the  transaction 
of  any  business  of  the  village  requiring  professional  ^11, 
and  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  board  may 
fh)m  time  to  time  dhrect,  and  hold  such  position  during 
their  pleasure. 

23.  To  examine  all  accounts  and  claims  against  the 
village  and  allow  such  as  are  just  and  legal. 

24.  To  do  all  acts,  matters  and  things  necessary  for 
carrying  into  effect  any  resolution,  ordinance  or  other 
proceeding  which  by  this  act  they  are  authorized  to 
adopt;  and  they  shall  receive  no  salary  or  compensation 
as  trustees  under  this  act. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  their  board, 
for  the  tvusaction  of  public  business,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  every  month,  at  which  the  president  of  the 
village  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  the  president 
they  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  his 
duties,  who  shall  not  by  reason  of  such  appointment 
lose  his  right  to  vote,  but  in  case  of  his  voting  he  shall 
not  also  give  a  casting  vote  if  a  tie  should  occur ;  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  clerk  from  any  such  meeting,  they 
may  appoint  any  person  to  perform  his  duties  for  the 
time  being.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3..  The  trustees  of  said  village  may  make,  publish, 
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ordain,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws 
and  public  regulationst  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this 
State,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
powers  given  to  said  trustees  by  this  act,  and  enforce 
obserrance  of  all  rules,  regulations,  resolutions,  ordi- 
aaoees  and  by-laws  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by 
imposing  penalties  on  any  person  or  persons  or  corpora- 
tions yiolatiog  the  same,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  case 
of  yiolation,  one  hundred  dollars^  to  be  recovered  with 
costs  in  a  ciyil  action  in  any  oourt  having  oognizance 
thereof.  Every  such  ordinance  or  by-law  imposing  any 
penalty  or  forfeiture  for  a  violation  of  its  provisions, 
shall,  after  the  passage  thereof,  be  subscribed  by  the 
president  and  clerk,  and  published  at  least  onoe  a  week 
for  two  weeks  suoeessively,  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
{vinted  in  said  village,  and  proof  of  said  publication 
by  the  affidavit  of  the  printer  or  publisher  of  said 
newspaper,  taken  before  the  president  of  siud  village, 
or  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and 
filed  with  the  derk  of  the  village,  or  any  other  com- 
petent proof  of  such  publication,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  legal  publication  of  such  ordinance  or  by- 
law, in  all  courts  and  places.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  juatice  of  the  peace,  constable,  sheriff^  attor- 
ney, or  any  other  person  who  shall  collect  or  receive  in 
toy  official  capacity,  any  motiies  in  payment,  or  on  ao- 
ooont  of  any  fines  or  penalties  so  imposed  by  the  ordi- 
■anoe  of  the  said  trustees,  to  pay  the  moneys  so  received 
by  him,  within  ten  days  theredTter,  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  Tillage ;  and  in  default  of  such  payment  to  said 
treasurer  sifter  notice  and  demand,  the  person  so  oolleet- 
iBg  or  receiving  said  moneys,  and  making  said  default, 
shill  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
be  punished  for  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any 
justice  ot  the  peaee  or  .constable,  within  said  village, 
whenever  required  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  said  trus- 
tees, to  make  oath  in  writing  as  to  the  moneys  so  col- 
leeted  or  received  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  to  file  the 
same  with  the  clerk  of  said  village. 

§4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time 
to  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers  and  persons  ap-

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pointed  by  them  under  this  act,  subject  to  the  proTimo^ 
of  the  same,  and  may  remove  such  persons  so  appointed 
at  any  time. 

§  5.  The  president  of  said  village,  the  trustees,  and 
each*   of   them,    or    any    of    the    police,    shall    have 
power  and  are  hereby  authorized,  at  any  and  all  times, 
to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  withoot  pro- 
cess,  all  persons  who  shall   sell  strong  or  spirituoos 
liquors  and  wines  within  the  limits  of  said  village  con- 
trary to  law,  all  habitual  drunkards,  all  persons  found 
intoxicated  in  the  streets  of  said  village,  or  engaged  in 
quarrelling  and  fighting,  or  immoderate  riding  or  dri- 
ving, or  doing  anything  caknlated  to  injure  or  endanger 
piersons  or  property  in  any  of  the  streets  of  said  village, 
in  addition  to  >those  persons  enumerated  in  the  first 
section  of   title  fifth,   chapter  twentieth  of  the    first 
part  of  the  Bevised   Statutes,   all  of  whom  shall   be 
deemed  dkorderly  persons ;  and  the  said  officers  shall 
have  po'w«T,  with  or  without  process,  while  in  pursuit 
of  such  disorderly  person,  to  enter  or  cause  to  be  en- 
tered, any  building  or  place  within  the  limits  of  said 
village,  and  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  any  such  dis- 
orderly person  or  persons  and  shall  take  them  forth* 
with  before  the  police  justice  of  said  village,  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  the  provinons  of  this  act    In  case  the 
police  justice  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  holding  court  for 
said  police  justice  for  the  time  being,  cannot  be  found, 
then  the  officer  arresting  any  such  offender  may  detain 
him  in  custody  or  commit  him  to  the  county  jail  or  any 
other  convenient  imd  secure  place,  for  safe  keeping,  until 
such  justice  can  be  found,  not  to  ex^^ed  twenty«four 
hours,  When  the  officer  shall  immediately  bring  him 
before  such  justice,  to  be  tried  as  hereinafter  provided ; 
said  officers  or  either  of  them  dhall  have  power  to  com- 
mand assistance  whenever  he  or  they  shall  deem  it  ue- 
cessary. 

§  6.  When  any  person  charged  or  complained  agiiinst 
as  a  disorderly  person^  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  arrested  and  brought  before  the  police  justice 
of  said  village,  the  said  justice  shall  proceed  forthwith 
to  hear,  try  and  determine  Hke  complaint  or  charge  oa 
which  such  person  is  so  arrested,  or  he  may  in  his  dis- 
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eretioiif  adjourn  tke  hearing  or  trial  on  cause  shown,  not 
to  exceed  fiye  days,  and  in  the  meantime  shall  commit 
the  accused  to  the  county  jail  or  any  other  convenient 
and  secure  plape  until  such  day,  or  suffer  him  to  go  at

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TITLE  Vm 

OF  THE  ASSBSSMENT,  LEVTWO  AND  COLLECTIKG  OF  TAXES. 

Seohon  1.  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  raise  money  b}"^  tax,  to  be  assessed  upon  the  es- 
tate, real  and  personal,  within  the  botmds  of  said  corpor 
ntioD,  and  to  be  collected  from  the  several  owners  and 
occupants  thereof  for  the  lease  of  ady  real  or  personal 
property  for  the  use  of  the  aaid  village,  and  to  defray 
the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  said  corpor 
ntion  ;  but  no  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  to  an 
amount  exceediug  fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
jesar^  except  as  in  this  act  is  hereinafter  provided,  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified 
to  vote  under  this  act,  present  at  any  annual  election  or 
meeting,  or  at  any  speicial  meeting  duly  called  for  that 
purpose. 

§  2.  The  assessors  of  the  town  of  Yonkers  shall  be 
the  assessors  of  the  village  of  Yonkers,  and  also  for  the 
several  boards  of  education  within  said  town.  One  at 
least  of  said  assessors  shall  r^ide  within  the  limits  of 
the  said  village.  Said  assessors  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  deliver  to  the  board 
of  trustees  of.  said  village  a  true,  correct  and  certified 
copy  of  the  assessed  valuation  or  appi*aisement  made  by 
them  of  all  the  property,  both  real  and  personal,  liable 
by  law  to  tttxation,  and  lying  or  located  within  the  lim- 
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its  of  said  village,  and  also  to  the  respective  boards  of 
education  in  said  town,  a  true,  correct  and  certified  copy 
of  the  assessed  valuation  or  appraisement  made  by  them 
of  all  their  property,  both  real  and  personal,  liable  by  law 
to  taxation,  and  lying  and  located  within  the  limits  of  the 
respective  school  districts  of  said  boards  of  education.  In 
said  assessed  valuations  or  appraisements  so  delivered  as 
aforesaid,  all  the  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  vil<* 
lage  or  district  shall  be  clearly  designated  by  the  street 
and  location  en  said  street,  and  by  the  quantity  of 
land,  as  nearly  as'tbe  same  can  reasonably  be  ascertained. 
The  said  assessors  shall  also  perfdrm  all  and  singular 
the  several  duties  heretofore  required  by  law  of  the 
assessors  of  said  village.  The  assessments  or  appraise- 
ments hereinbefore  provided  to  be  delivered,  shall  be 
exact  copies  of  the  assessed  valuations  or  appraisements 
adopted  by  the  assessors  for  the  levying  of  State,  county 
and  town  taxes,  and  shall  be  severally  adopted  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees  and  by  the  boards  of  education  of 
the  several  school  districts,  as  the  assessed  valuation 
upon  which  the  taxes  authorised  by  law  to  be  mibcd, 
shall  hereafter  be  levied  and  imposed.  The  trustees  of 
said  yilllige,  however,  and  the  board  of  education  of 
each  school  district,  on  receiving  from  said  assessors  such 
copy  of  the  assessment  roll,  shall  have  the  power,  in 
their  discretion,  to  correct  any  palpable  and  manifest 
error  they  may  find  therein  ;  as  where  property  taxable 
in  said  village  or  district  is  erroneously  taxed  elsewhere, 
or  where  property  taxable  elsewhere  is  erroneously  in- 
cluded in  said  roll,  or  where  there  has  been  a  change  of 
ownership  since  the  assessment;  but  they  shall  have  no 
power  to  make  a  new  assessment  of  property  already 
appraised  by  said  assessors.  In  case  one,  at  least,  of 
said  assessors,  shall  not  be  an  actual  resident  within  the 
limits  of  the  village  of  Yonkers,  or  in  case  such  copy  of 
said  assessment  roll  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  trus- 
tees of  said  village,  or  the  board  of  education  of  any  such 
school  district,  within  the  time  above  Ihnitedfor  the  pur- 
pose, such  trustees  or  such  board  of  education  may,  in 
their  discretion,  refuse  to  accept  and  adopt  such  assess- 
ment roll,  and  proceed  to  i^point  their  own  assessors, 
and  such  appointment  shall  be  made,  and  such  assessors 
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when  appointed  shall  proceed,  m  the  same  manner  and 
form  aa  provided  by  law  and  by  the  village  charter 
prior  to  the  amendment  thereof,  pasaed  April  twenty- 
two,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five. 

^  3.  Whenever  any  tax. shall  have  been  directed  to  be 
levied,  the  trustees  shall  deliver  the  assessment  roll  to 
the  receiver  of  taxes  of  the  town  and  village  of  Yonkers, 
with  their  warrant,  under  the  hands  of  a  majority  of 
them,  or  of  the  president,  to  be  directed  to  said  receiver, 
commanding  him  to  levy  and  collect  the  amount  of  said 
lax,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  authority  as 
the  warrants  issued  by  the  board  of  supervisors  to  the 
collectors  of  towns,  and  to  make  return  thereon  within 
thirty  days  after  its  receipt  by  the  said  receiver,  and  to 
pay  over  the  money  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village 
according  to  law. 

^  4.  Whenevw  any  person  or  corporation,  upon  whose 
estate  or  property  shall  have  been  assessed,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  tax,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  pay  the  same,  and  no  personal  property  can  be  found 
whereon  the  same  can  be  levied,  the  receiver  shall  make 
return  thereof  to  the  trustees,  who  are  authorized  to 
canse  the  land  or  estate  on  which  such  tax  is  assessed  to 
be  sold  at  public  auction  for  a  term  of  time,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  tax,  giving*  three  weeks'  notice  of  such 
sale,  by  advertisement  in  any  newspaper  published  in 
said  village;  which  notice  shall  contain  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  premises,  the  amount  of  the  tax,  requiring 
the  owner  or  owners  to  pay  the  same  by  a  day  therein 
specified,  a  copy  of  which  notice  shall  be  served  by  the 
village  clerk  on  each  of  said  owners  on  or  before  the  day 
of  the  first  publication  thereof,  by  leaving  the  same  at 
his  place  of  residence  with  some  person  of  suitable  age 
to  receive  the  same,  or  by  depositing  the  same  in  the 
village  post  ofiSce,  addressed  to  such  owner  at  his  last 
known  place  of  residence,  and  paying  the  postage 
thereon.  If  such  tax  be  not  paid  at  the  time  and  place 
specified .  in  such  notice,  the  real  estate  so  advertised  •Se.^''^ 
shall  be  sold,  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  by 
some  person  for  that  purpose  appointed  by  the  trustees, 
to  the  person  who  shall  offer  to  take  it  for  the  shortest 
term  for  the  payment  of  such  tax  and  the  interest 
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thereof,  and  the  expen«e  of  such  notice  and  sale. 
The  proceedings  shall  be  discontinued  at  any  lime  be- 
fore sale,  upon  any  person  paying  to  the  village  treas- 
urer the  amount  of  such  tax  or  assessments,  the  fees  and 
expenses,  with  the  interest  and  printer's  bill;  and  if  the 
premises  are  sold,  two  dollars  in  addition  to  the  interest 
and  printer's  bill  may  be  charged  to  the  expenses  of  such 
sale;  and  if  the  premises  are  not  redeemed  within  one 
year  from  such  sale,  the  trustees  shall  execute  to  the 
person  or  persons  entitled  thereto  a  lease  of  the  promi- 
ses so  sold,  under  the  corporate  seal,  and  signed  by  the 
president  for  the  time  being,  for  the  term  for  which  the 
same  were  sold,  to  be  computed  from  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  the  day  of  such  sale;  which  lease  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  that  such  tax  was  legally  im- 
posed, and  of  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  and 
sale,  for  which  the  trustees  may  charge  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  on  delivery  thereof  to  the  purchaser;  and  such 
lessee  or  lessees,  his,  her  or  their  legal  representatives 
or  assigns,  may,  by  virtue  of  such  lease,  obtain  posses- 
sion of  said  premises  iu  the  manner  prescribed  by  law 
in  relation  to  persons  holding  over  real  estate  sold  under 
execution,  and  shall  and  may  lawfully  enjoy  such  prem- 
ises during  the  time  specified  in  such  lease  against  the 
owners  thereof  and  all  pei'sons  claiming  under  them; 
and  shall  be  at  liberty,  within  thirty  days  after  the  ex- 
piration of  said  term,  to  remove  all  buildings  and  fix- 
tures put  on  said  premises  during  said  term  in  the  right 
of  such  occupancy.  Certificates  of  such  sale  shall  be 
issued,  under  the  corporate  seal  and  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident, setting  forth  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  said 
sale,  and  the  time  at  which  such  purchaser  will  be  enti- 
tled to  such  lease  and  delivered  to  such  purchaser.  Such 
certificates  shall  be  recorded  in  the  village  clerk's  oflSce, 
in  proper  books  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  consti- 
tute a  lien  on  the  land  therein  described  from  the  time 
of  such  record  ;  and  no  assignment  of  such  certificate 
shall  have  any  eflect  until  notice  of  the  same,  with  the 
name  and  residence  of  the  assignee,  shall  be  filed  in  said 
office.  But  the  title  of  the  purchaser  of  any  real  estate, 
at  any  time  hereafter  sold  for  arrears  of  unpaid  taxes  or 
assessments,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,

t,  of  which  only  a  part  will  be  required  for 
the  number  of  the  pieces  of  land  assessed  for 
he  names  of  the  persons  interested  in  the  pro- 
m  for  the  improvement,  the  amount  awarded 
brent  parties  interested  in  the  lands  and  prem- 
red  for  theimprovement,  the  amount  assessed 
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on  each  piece  of  land  and  on  the  different  interest: 
therein,  the  balance  of  award  to  be  received  by  the  dif 
ferent  parties  oyer  the  aaaesament,  the  balance  of  assess 
ment  to  be  paid  by  each  individual  whose  assessmeni 
amounts  to  more  than  the  award,  and  so  many  and  sucl 
different  colums  and  tabular  statements  as  may  be  neces 
sary  to  designate  the  true  interest  of  the  parties  in  th< 
lands  and  premises  required  for  the  improvements,  auc 
their  liabilities  and  interests  in  relation  thereto:  Provi 
ded,  however,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commis 
sioners  to  substitute  in  their  report,  for  the  name  or  the 
owner  of  any  lands  taken  or  assessed,  the  words  "■  uu 
known  owners,"  in  all  cases  where  they  Bhall  make  and 
annex  to  their  report  an  affidavit  that,  after  having  made 
diligent  search  and  enquiry,  they  have  been  unable  tc 
«  ascertain  the  name  of  ti^  owner. 

^  9.  When  a  residue  shall  be  left  of  any  lot  or  ]oU 
necessary  to  be  taken  for  such  improvement,  the  said 
c<»nmissioners  may,  in  cases  wiiere  injury  and  injus- 
tice would  otiierwise  be  done,  and  with  the  consent 
in  \^iting  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or 
lots,  including  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  residue 
in  their  repoit,  briefly  describing  the  same,  and  esti- 
mate separately  the  value  of  it.  Every  such  residue 
or  part  of  residue  which  shall  be  so  included  shall, 
upon  the  confirmation  of  the  said  report  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  the  payment  or  tender  of  the 
amoimt  at  which  the  same  shall  be  so  ^ estimated,  to 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  vest  in  fee  simple  in 
the  village  of  Yonkers,  which  shall  thereupon  soil 
and  dispose  of  the  same,  at  a  price  or  prices  not  less  than 
the  sum  at  which  it  shall  have  been  so  estimated,  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  next  adjacent  lands  ;  and  if  he 
or  they  shall  not,  upon  reasonable  notice,  to  be  deter* 
n:iined  by  the  trustees  of  said  village,  elect  to  take  the 
same  at  such  ^rioe  or  prices,  it  shall  be  disposed  of  at 
public  auction,  upon  such  notice  as  the  trustees  shall 
deem  proper,  for  the  best  priee  or  prices  that  can  be  ob- 
tained for  the  same.  In  case  the  same  shall  sell  at  a 
less  sum  than  that  at  which  its  value  was  estimated  by 
the  commissioners,  the  deficiency  shall  be  deemed  a  part 
of  the  general  amaunt  of  loss  md  expense  arising  from 
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the  improvement-.  And  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
for  the  event  of  such  deficiency,  and  for  payment  of  the 
unouut  thereof,  the  commissioners  shall  include  in  the 
estimate  and  assessment  of  the  expenses  of  such  im- 
provement, the  estimated  value  of  any  such  residue  or 
part  of  a  residue  which  may  be  included  as  aforesaid  in 
their  report ;  and  upon  the  sale  of  the  same  as  above 
provided,  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited  and 
allowed  to  each  of  the  persons  assessed,  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  the  respective  assessments  against 
them. 

^  10.  In  other  cases  in  which  part  only  of  the  land 
and  premises  of  any  person  or  persons  will  be  required 
for  such  proposed  improvenient,  the  fair  estimated  bene- 
fit to  be  derived  by  him,  her  or  them,  in  common  with 
others,  from  the  said  improvement,  shall  be  assessed 
and  be  a  lien  upon  the  residue  of  such  lands  and  prem- 
ises ;  but  such  assessment  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
value  of  such  residue,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
to  whom  said  report  shall  be  presented  for  confirmation 
as  hereinafter  provided,  any  assessment  shall  exceed 
such  value,  it  shall  be  good  oanse  against  confirming  the 
said  report. 

§  11.  When  all  the  land  or  premises  of  any  person  or 
persons  will  be  required  for  the  contemplated  improve- 
ment, or  where  part  only  thersof  will  be  required,  and 
the  estimate  of  the  damage  sustained  by  the  appropria- 
tion of  such  part  to  the  purposes  thereof  shall  exceed 
the  lEair  estimated  benefit,  which,  in  common  with  others, 
he,  she  or  they  will  derive  from  the  said  improvement, 
the  amount  of  the  estimated  damages  in  the  first  case, 
and  of  the  exeess  of  such  estimated  damages  in  the  last, 
shall  be  assessed  and  be  a  lien  on  other  lands  and  prem- 
ises, according  to  the  estimated  benefit  to  be  derived  by 
them  from  the  said  improvement 

§  12.  The  said  commissioners  shall  also  estimate  in 
their  said  report  any  damages  arisis^  from  the  said  im- 
provement which  may  be  susteined  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  land  bounded  on*  a  public  highway  by 
reason  of  the  location  of  the  proposed  street,  avenue  or 
sqoare  in  such  a  numner  as  to  interpose  the  land  of  any 
other  person  between  snch  street^  avenue  or  square  and 
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the  said  highway ;  and  the  amouut  of  such  estimated 
damages  shall  be  assessed  and  be  a  lien  on  other  landi 
and  premises  according  to  the  benefit  to  be  derived  by 
them  respectively  from  the  said  improvement. 

^  13.  After  said  report  shall  be  completed  it  shall  be 
deposited  by  the  said  oommissionei's  with  the  clerk. 
They  shall  then  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  that  the 
report  has  been  completed  and  filed,  and  that  they  will 
meet  at  a  time  and  place  therein  to  be  specified,  not  less 
than  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  of  such  notice, 
to  i*eview  their  report.  During  that  time  the  said  report 
may  be  examined,  free  of  expense,  by  all  interested ; 
and  at  the  time  and  place  so  specified  any  such  person 
may  offer  objections  in  writing  to  the  said  report  and 
accompany  the  same  with  such  affidavits  as  he  may  think 
proper.  The  said  commissioners  shall  thereupon,  or  as 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be  thereafter,  review  their 
said  report  and  correct  the  same  where  they  shall  deem 
proper,  and  shall  then  file  the  same  with  the  clerk.  The 
trustees  shall  then  cause  a  notice  to  bo  published  in  one 
or  more  of  the  village  newspapers  that  the  said  report 
has  been  so  completed  and  filed ;  and  that  application 
will  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  said  trustees  to  the 
county  court  of  the  eounty  of  Westchester,  or  to  the 
supreme  court  at  any  one  of  the  special  terms  thereof  to 
be  held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  said  county  shall 
then  be  situated,  the  time  to  be  specified  in  said  notice, 
and  in  either  case  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  first 
publication  thereof,  to  have  the  said  report  confirmed. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  village  olerk,  on  or  before 
the  day  of  the  first  publication  of  such  notice,  to  deposit 
a  printed  copy  thereof  in  the  post  office  of  the  village, 
prepaying  the  necessary  postage  thereon,  addressed  to 
each  person  named  in  such  report  as  the  owner  of  prop- 
erty assessed  for  benefit, '  or  in  respect  to  which  an 
award  is  made  for  damages,  and  directed  to  the  resi- 
dence of  such  person,  as  stated  in  such  report.  During 
the  said  space  of  ten  days  the  said  report  shall  remain 
open,  to  the  inspeotion,  free  of  expense,  of  all  persons 
interested,  and  any  such  person  may  within  that  time, 
appeal  from  said  report.  Such  appeal  shall  be  by  notice 
to  be  served  on  the  village  clerk  or  said  trustees,  within

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§  15.  After  the  reports  of  the  oommissioners  shall  bo 
conjSrmed,  the  said  reports  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
trustees  of  said  village,  who  shall  thereupon  be  author- 
ized to  cause  such  improvements  to  be  made.  At  any 
time  within  the  space  of  thirty  days  next  after  the  con- 
firmation of  said  report,  any  person  from  whom  any  as- 
sessment contained  therein,  may  be  due,  may  pay  the 
amount  thereof  without  any  additional  expense  for  col- 
lecting, to  the  treasurer  of  the  village.  All  snek  assess- 
ments as  shall  be  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  that  period, 
shall  be  collected  by  the  receiver  of  taxes  and  assess- 
ments, and  in  the  manner  herein  and  by  this  act  provided. 

§  16.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  persons,  or  to  the 
attorneys  or  legal  representatives  of  such  persons,  to 
whom  damages  may  have  been  awarded  in  such  report, 
the  amount  of  such  damages,  without  any  deduction 
therefrom  by  way  of  fee  or  commission. 

^17.  The  commissioners  of  estimate  and  assessment, 
to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  three  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  day  while  actually  and  necessa- 
rily employed  in  and  about  their  duties,  and  such  com- 
pensation and  the  fees  and  charges  of  surveyors  and 
other  persons  shall  be  estimated  as  part  of  the  expenses 
of  the  improvement,  and  be  afterwards  taxed  or  certi- 
fied by  the  county  judge,  or  some  officer  authorized  to 
tax  costs  in  the  supreme  court  of  this  State. 

^  18.  If  the  estimate  of  expenses  shall  exceed  the 
amount  of  expenses  which  shall  be  actually  incurred  in 
making  the  improvement,  such  excess  shall  be  refunded 
or  allowed  to  the  persons  assessed,  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  their  respective  assessments. 

§  19.  In  case  of  opening,  widening  or  extending  any 
street,  avenue  or  square  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  or  the 
county  judge  thereof,  in  term  or  vacation,  or  a  justice  of 
the  supreme  court,  shall  have  power,  on  application,  to 
appoint  guardians  for  infants  or  other  incompetent  per- 
sons, to  protect  their  intei*ests  or  prosecute  appeals,  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  dollars  for  their  services 
and  attendance  before  the  conunissioners,  and  no  other 
fees  or  costs,  unless  upon  an  appeal,  in  which  case  the 
judge  who  shall  hear  the  appeal  shall  fix  upon  the  fur. 
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ther  amount  to  be  allowed  them,  if  any,  and  shall  certify 
the  same. 

§  20-  The  costa  and  feea  of  the  attorney  in  any  such 
proceedings,  exclusive  of  his  disbursements,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed in  any  one  case  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  unless  on 
appeal,  or  when  the  report  is  sent  back  to  the  commis- 
sioners, and  in  such  case  the  judge  who  heard  the  ap- 
peal may  allow  such  further  sum  in  addition  to  the 
taxed  or  certified  bills  as  he  may  deem  just  and  proper. 
The  trustees,  by  resolution,  may  also  allow  such  further 
sum  in  addition  thereto,  as  they  may  deem  just  and 
proper. 

^  2L  All  assessments  for  improvements  in  said  vil- 
lage, and  all  assessments  for  taxes,  when  the  same  shall 
have  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  or  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  as  provided  by  this  or  any  other  act,  shall 
thenceforth  constitute  and  be  a  lien  on  the  property  as- 
sessed, from  the  time  of  such  confirmation,  which  lien, 
with  interest  and  expenses  thereon,  shall  havcu  priority 
over  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances. 

§  22.  The  regulating,  grading  and  paving  streets  and 
avenues,  or  any  pait  or  section  thereof,  the  constructing 
and  erecting  sewers,  drains,  wells,  pumps,  fire  cisterns, 
laying  water  pipes  and  hydrants  for  fire  purposes,  cul- 
verts and  bridges  over  streams  and  rivers,  may  be  con- 
tracted for  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  and  the  ex- 
pense thereof  shall  be  apportioned  and  assessed  upon 
the  parties  benefited  thereby,  by  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  as  hereinafter  directed. 

\  23.  Prior  to  the  passage  of  any  ordinance  for  such 
purpose,  the  trustees  shall  cause  a  plain  and  accurate 
specification  of  the  work  proposed  to  be  constructed  to 
be  prepared  and  placed  in  possession  of  the  clerk  for 
public  inspection.  They  shall  then  cause  notice  to  be 
published  in  the  village  newspaper,  that  on  a  day 
therein  to  be  named,  at  least  two  weeks  from  the  first 
publication  thereof,  the  trustees  will  act  in  relation  to 
the  work  proposed  to  be  constructed,  and  in  the  mean- 
time sealed  proposals  for  constructing  the  work,  with 
bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  thereof,  will  be  re- 
ceived by  the  clerk.  Before  publishing  such  notice  the 
trustees  shall  fix  the  limit  or  district  of  assessment,  be- 
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yond  which  the  assessments  shall  not  extend,  and  a 
description  of  such  district  shall  form  pai-t  of  such 
notice.  Upon  the  day  mentioned  in  the  notice,  or  upon 
such  other  day  as  the  trustees  may  adjourn  to  for  such 
purpose,  the  president  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  trus- 
tees, open  the  sealed  proposals  for  constructing  the 
work.  No  proposal  shall  be  considered  which  shall  not 
be  accompanied  with  the  names  of  two  sureties,  who 
shall  have  consented  to  become  such  sureties,  and  whose 
consent  in  writing  shall  accompany  said  proposal;  and 
in  said  proposals  it  shall  be  conditioned  that  if  the  pro- 
posal bo  accepted  the  persons  proposing  will  execute 
and  deliver  a  bond  with  the  said  sureties,  and  with  a 
penalty;  both  to  be  approved  by  the  trustees,  to  con- 
stmct  the  work  at  the  price  and  upon  the  terms  pro- 
posed, according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor 
in  the  possession  of  the  clerk,  within  such  reasonable 
time  as  the  trustees  may  limit,  and  subject  to  the  super- 
vision and  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  then  determine  whose  is  the  most 
favorable  proposal,  and  may  then,  by  a  two-third  vote 
of  all  its  members,  to  be  ascertained  by  taking  and  re- 
cording the  ayes  and  noes,  authorize  and  direct  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  work  ,and  accept  the  mos^t 
favorable  proposal;  the  trustees  shall  thereupon  appoint 
three  persons  as  commissioners,  who  shall  be  owners  of 
a  freehold  estate  in  the  village  of  Yonkers,  liable  to  tax- 
ation, and  not  intei*ested  in  or  affected  by  the  proposed 
improvement. 

^  24.  Each  commissioner  so  appointed  shall,  immedi- 
ately upon  receiving  notice  of  his  appointment,  take  an 
oath,  before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths^ 
faithfully  and  fairly  to  discharge  the  duties  which  shall 
devolve  upon  him  by  such  appointment;  and  the  said 
commissioners  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  view  the 
premises,  and  shall  assess  the  expense  of  said  improvement 
upon  the  several  lots,  pieces  or' parcels  of  land  benefited 
in  proportion  to  the  benefit  which,  in  their  opinion,  the 
same  shall  derive  from  or  in  justice  ought  to  be  assessed 
for  the  said  improvement ;  provided,  however,  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  commissioners  to  substitute  in 
their  report,  for  the  name  of  the  owner  of  any  land 
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assessed,  the  words  "unknown  owner,"  in  all  cases  where, 
after  having  made  diligent  inquiry,  they  ha^e  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  the  name  of  the  owner. 

§  25.  The  commissioners  shall  make  a  report  in  writ-  R«ponof 
iDg  of  the  assessment  so  made,  and  before  proceeding  to  ^t^ 
sign  the  same  shall  give  notice  through  the  village  news- 
paper; which  notice  shall  be  published  once   in   each  hJjJriUg^ta. 
week  for  two  weeks  successively,  of  the  time  and  place  **'®f^ 
when  and  where  the  parties  interested  can  be  heard;  ^  **** 
and  after  hearing  the  parties  the  commissioners  shall  comj)iaitu>n 
proceed  and  complete  the  report  and  sign  the  same,  and  ^re^t?' 
return  the  said  report  with  all  the  objections  in  writing 
which  shall  be  presented  to  and  left  with  them  by  any 
of  the  parties  interested. 

&  26.  The  truBtees  shall  thereupon  examine  the  mat-  5**»j?*' 
ter  and  correct  the  said  report  and  assessment,  or  send  correction 
it  back  to  the  same  or  other  commissioners,  or  confirm 
the  same,  as  they  may  think  just  and  proper.     And  the 
like  proceedings  shall  be  had  when  the  report  of  the 
commissioners  is  sent  back,  as  in  the  first  instance. 

^27.  The  trustees  shall  determine  upon  and  fix  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  the  commissioners  in  fixcompen.

§  28.  An  error  or  mistake  made  by  the  commissioners  ^J^f^' 
to  be  appointed  under  this  title,  as  to  the  ownership  or  <iate  re- 
description  of  any  premises  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  "^^ 
their  report,  shall  not  affect  or  render  invalid  any  part 
or  portion  of  the  said  report 

^  29.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  on  the  written  ""^"gf^ 
application  of  any  party  interested,  in  the  manner  here-  r«^<;,<f,^ 
inifter  provided,  to  alter  the   grade  of  any  street  or 
aveime,  or  public  square,  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
previously  established  by  said  trustees  in  all  or  any  part 
thereof,  provided  that  before  finally  determining  to  maker 
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such  alteration  they  shall  cause  a  profile  showing  the 
intended  alteration  to  be  made  and  placed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  for  public  inspection,  and  shall  cause  a  notice 
to  be  published  in  the  village  newspapers  once  in  each 
week  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  setting  forth  their  in- 
tention to  make  such  alteration,  and  requiring  all  per- 
sons interested  therein  to  present  their  objections  in 
writing  to  the  trustees  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  men- 
tioned in  said  notice,  after  the  expiration  of  two  weeks 
from  the  first  publication  thereof.

^  30.  Interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  all  taxes  and  assessments 
commencing  thirty  days  after  the  said  assessment  shall 
have  been  confirmed  on  the  warrant  issued  for  the  pay- 
ment of  said  taxes,  and  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelre 
per  cent  per  annum  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  all 
taxes  and  assessments  that  remain  unpaid  sixty  days 
after  the  said  assessments  shall  have  been  confirmed,  or

village  require,  the  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power, 

after  having  given  thirty  days  previous  notice  to  said 

owner  or  owners,  of  their  intuition  to  do  so,  to  direct 

such  work  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 

owners.    Prior  to  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  for 

such  purpose,  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had,  as  far 

as  the  same  are  applicable,  and  (as  near  as  may  be),  as 

are  prescribed  in  section  twenty-three  of  title  nine  of 

this  act,  for  the  letting  of  public  works.     The  expenses 

of  such  work,    together  with  the  cost  of   advertising 
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and  other  expenses  incidental  to  said  proceedings,  shall 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  direct- 
ing such  work  to  be  done,  be  a  first  lien  upon  such  lot 
or  lots,  and  in  case  of  the  non-payment  of  such  lien  or 
assessment,  within  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  have 
become  a  lien,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  sell  such 
lot  or  lots,  in  the  same  manner,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  is 
herein  and  by  this  act  provided  for  the  sale  of  lands  on 
which  taxes  or  assessments  are  a  lien,  and  remain  un- 
paid. 

§  37.  Whenever  the  said  trustees  shall  by  ordinance, 
determine  to  regulate,  grade  and  pave  any  street  or  ave- 
nue, or  any  part  of  any  street  or  avenue  within  said 
village,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  or  any 
other  act,  they  shall  have  the  power,  if  by  them  deemed 
advisable,  in  the  same  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  direct 
a  curb  to  be  set  and  a  gutter  to  be  made  on  each  or 
either  side  of  said  street  and  the  expense  of  the  same 
shall  thereupon  be  assessed  by  the  same  conmiissioners 
who  shall  be  appointed  to  assess  the  expense  of  said 
regulating,  grading  or  paving  said  streets  or  avenues 
and  in  the  same  report  and  assessment.  The  assessment 
for  the  expense  of  setting  said  curb  and  for  paving  the 
said  gutter,  to  be  laid  by  said  commissioners,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  distance  fronting  on  said  street  or  avenue, 
and  upon  the  land  only  that  shall  front  upon  said  street 
and  avenue  where  the  said  curb  is  to  be  set  and  gutter 
made. 

^  38.  In  case  of  the  non-payment  of  any  assessment 
which  has  been  heretofore  or  shall  be  hereafter  made, 
imposed,  laid,  levied,  assessed  or  confirmed,  in  accord- 
ance with  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this  or  any 
other  act,  for  the  period  of  sixty  days  after  such  assess- 
ment shall  have  been  confirmed,  the  lands  and  property 
upon  which  the  same  are  or  shall  be  a  lien  or  charge, 
or  upon  which  the  same  are  or  shall  be  made,  imposed, 
laid,  levied,  assessed  or  confirmed,  may  be  sold  for  the 
payment  and  collection  of  the  amount  of  such  assess- 
ment, together  with  all  interest,  commission's,  percent- 
^e  and  expenses,  in  the  same  manner  as  by  this  act,  or 
any  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  lands  are  authorized  to  be 
sold  for  the  non  payment  of  taxes,  and  the  same  pro-

iny  fire  all  idle  or  suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  all 
yevsons  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the 
)reservation  of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and 
;enerally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  preven- 
ion  and  extinguishment  of  fires  and  preservation  of  life 
ind  property,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  procure  fire  engines  and  other  Fire  «n- 
ipparatus  used  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  have  fS^o^w 
he  charge  and  control  of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  fit  SujIT" 
ind  secure  engine  houses  and  other  places  for  keeping

wmies,  and  to  appoint  a  suitable  and  competent  num-  ^""^^ 
«r  of  able  respectable  inhabitants  of  said   village  as 
Iremen,  and  to  take  the  care  and  management  of  the 
ngines  and  other  apparatus  and  implements  made  and 
provided  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  prescribe 
he  duties  of  firemen,  and  make  rules  and  regulations 
ar  the  government  of   fire   department.     The   mem-  Firemen 
►ers  of  tne  several  fire,  hook,  hose,  ladder,  axe  and  XefliS? 
>ucket  companies,  when  organized  under  this  section,  "^SJSJs, 
hall  have  the  power  to  elect  a  chief  engineer  and  one  ^^ 
r  more  assistant  engineers,  and  each  company  to  elect  a 
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foreman  and  one  assistant  foreman  and  a  secretary  fo 
each  of  their  respective  companies,  and  to  select  mena 
bers  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  their  ranks 
provided  that  no  engine  or  other  company  shall  excee< 
the  number  of  members  allowed  by  the  trustees,  wh< 
shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  number  of  member 
for  each  company,  not  to  exceed  the  number  of  sixt^ 
members  to  any .  one  company.  They  may  adopt  by 
laws  for  the  government  of  their  respective  companies 
and  may  impose  fines  and  forfeitures  for  the  violation  o 
the  same.

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  be  fire  wardens,  and  shall  hav< 
power,  from  time  to'  time,  to  appoint  such  other  fire 
wardens  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  prescribe 
their  powers  and  duties. 

§  4.  The  firemen  enrolled  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall 
during  the  term  of  their  services  as  such,  be  exemptec 
from  serving  on  juries  and  in  the  militia,  except  in  cas< 
of  war,  invasion  or  insurrection  ;  and  a  service  of  fiv< 
years  as  such  fireman  shall  forever  exempt  them  fron 
such  jury  and  militia  duty,  excepting  as  aforesaid.  Tht 
name  of  each  fireman  so  enrolled  shall  be  registerec 
with  the  clerk  of  the  village,  and  the  evidence  to  enti 
tie  him  to  the  exemptions  provided  in  this  section,  shal 
be  the  certificate  of  the  said  clerk,  coimtersigned  by  the 
president  of  the  village.

§  13.  The  president  shall  submit  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing a  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  village 
for  the  year,  showing :

3.  He  must  also  submit  an  estimate  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  ensuing  year,  speci- 
fying in  detail,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  publishing  in 
the  village  newspaper,  or  by  posting  handbills  in  six 
public  and  conspicuous  places.

ara, are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  draining

Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  of  the  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  is   hereby  amended  sq  as  to  read  as 
follows  : 
Fees  of  §  1.  The  clcrk  of  the  county  of  Kings  shall  lie  enti- 

ciift^       tied  to  charge  and  receive,  for  rendering  the  services 
hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  fees,  viz  : 

For  searching  the  dockets  of  judgments  and  decrees, 
and  ti-anscripts  of  judgments  and  decrees,  fifteen  cents 
per  year.

For  filing  any  instrument  by  virtue  of  which  any  judg- 
ment or  other  lien  shall  be  canceled  or  discharged  of 
record,  five  cents,  and  for  entering  such  discharge  upon 
the  record,  ten  cents  for  each  name  as  to  which  such 
discharge  shall  be  entered. 

For  every  certificate  of  the  discharge  of  any  lien,  fit- 
teen  cents. 

For  recording  all  papers  which  by  law  may  be  re- 
corded in  his  office,  ten  cents  for  each  folio,  and  for 
copies  of  records  or  papers  on  file  therein,  ten  cents  for 
each  folio. 

For  searching  for  papers  on  file  in  his  office,  ten  cents 
for  each  paper  searched  for,  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  authorize  more  than  one  charge  of  ten  cents 
for  any  or  all  of  the  papers  embraced  in  any  judgment, 
record,  or  special  proceeding,  or  upon  any  motion,  or 
in  any  case  where  two  or  more  papers  siiall  be  connected 
with  each  other  in  their  general  subject  matter. 

For  receiving  and  paying  over  money  which  may  be 
deposited  with  him,  the  same  fees  as  county  treasurers 
are  entitled  to  for  like  services.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh^  7'epresetUed  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Frederic  Grote,  Norman  K.  Freeman,  Ben- 
jamin B.  Valentine,  Mark  K.  Hamilton,  and  Chai-les  H. 
Hinnan  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  and  as  such 
empowered  and  authorized  to  lay  out,  open,  grade,  drain, 
make,  and  extend  Franklin  avenue,  a  highway,  from  the 
point  where  it  now  stops,  in  the  town  of  Morrisania,  to 
and  through  the  town  of  West  Farms,  until  it  intei*sects 
or  joins  Grove  street,  in  the  village  of  Fairmount.

^  ACT  for  the  disposition  of  the  surplus^

road  to  Hidge  street;  thence  through  the  center  of  the

§  2.  The  inhabitants  residing  within  the  boundaries  as  corporate 
aforesaid,  are  hereby  declaimed  to  be  a  corporation,  and  "*"*" 
shall  hereafter  be  known  in  law  by  the  corporate  name 
of  "The  village  of  Port  Chester,"  and  by  that  name  they  powwot 
and  their  successors  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  SoT^*^' 
capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  complaining  and 
defending,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  may  adopt 
and  use  a  conounon  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 
and  take,  hold,  purchase,  sell,  assign  and  convey  any 
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real  or  personal  estate,  as  the  purposes  of  the  corporatioii 
shall  legally  require. 

§  3.  Hanford  M.  Henderson  and  Eobert  F.  Bi-undage, 
two  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  town  of  Rye,  i-esiding 
within  the  boundaries  of  said  village,  together  with  one 
other  pereon,  a  freeholder  in  said  Tillage,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  them,  shall  be  the  inspectors  of  the  first  elec- 
tion to  be  held  under  this  act;  and  the  said  inspectors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  declare  the  persons  receiv- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  votes  duly  elected  to  the 
respective  offices  for  which  they  were  chosen. 

§  4.  The  first  election  for  president,  trustees,  treas- 
urer and  collector  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  at 
such  place  and  during  such  hours  as  the  inspectors  shall 
designate,  one  week's  previous  notice  of  such  election  to 
be  ffiven  by  said  inspectors,  by  posting  the  same  in  six 
of  tne  most  public  places  in  said  village,  and  by  publi- 
cation in  the  village  newspaper,  if  any  there  be. 

§  5.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  trustees  (of  whom  there 
shall  be  six),  elected  at  the  first  election,  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  lot,  so  that  two  of  said  trustees  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for 
three  years  succeeding  the  first  Tuesday  after  such 
election.

Section  1.  The  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  a  pres- 
ident, six  trustees,  one  treasurer,  one  collector  of  taxes 
and  assessments,  all  of  whom  shall  be  freeholders  in

prevent  or  quell  all  riots  and  any  and  every  unlawful 
proceeding,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts 
and  duties  consistent  with  the  office  which  the  pi-esident 
or  trustees  may  direct,  for  which  said  services  he  or  they 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  said  trustees  may 
allow,  and  the  said  police  constable  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  serve  processes  issuing  from  the 
courts  of  justice,  and  to  perform  the  other  duties  per- 
taining to  the  office  of  a  constable  in  the  county  of  West- 
chester, the  same  as  other  constables  elected  by  the 
people  in  the  respective  towns  may  do,  and  with  like 
efiect,  and  for  which  he  shall  receive  the  same  fees 
allowed  by  law  for  similar  services.

and  if  the  premises  are  not  redeemed  within  one  year  R^bt  or 
from  such  sale,  the  trustees  shall  execute  to  the  person  tka^^^ 
or  persons  entitled  thereto  a  lease  of  the  premises  so  belwnidto 
sold,  under  the  corporate  seal,  and  signed  by  the  presi-  ^p^ 
dent  for  the  time  being,  for  the  term  of  which  the  same  uponAui- 
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were  sold,  to  be  computed  from  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  day  of  such  sale,  which  lease  shall  be 
presumptive  evidence  that  such  tax  was  legally  imposed, 
and  of  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  and  sale,  for 
which  the  trustees  may  charge  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
on  delivery  thereof  to  the  purchaser  ;  and  such  lessees, 
his,  her  or  their  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  may, 
by  vh'tue  of  such  lease,  obtain  possession  of  said  premi- 
ses in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  in  relation  to  per- 
sons holding  over  real  estate  sold  under  execution,  and 
shall  and  may  lawfully  enjoy  such  premises  during  the 
time  specified  in  such  lease,  against  the  owners  thereof, 
and  all  persons  claiming  under  them,  and  shall  be  at 
liberty,  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  said 
term,  to  remove  all  buildings  and  fixtures  put  on  said 
premises  during  said  term,  in  the  right  of  such  occupancy. 
Certificates  of  such  sale  may  be  issued,  under  the  corpo- 
rate seal,  and  signed  by  the  president,  setting  forth  the 
facts  and  circumstances  of  said  sale,  and  the  times  at 
which  such  purchaser  will  be  entitled  to  such  lease,  and 
delivered  to  such  purchaser.  The  person  or  corpora- 
tion in  possession  as  tenants  of  any  real  estate,  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  the  taxes  assessed  thereon,  and  shall  have 
the  right  to  collect  the  amount  of  the  owner,  unless  by 
agreement  the  occupant  is  bound  to  pay  the  same. 

§  5.  Every  inhabitant  in  said  village,  having  in  his 
possession  or  under  his  control,  within  the  bounds  of 
said  corporation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  as  trus- 
tee, guardian,  executor  or  administrator,  shall  be  deemed 
a  taxable  inhabitant  to  the  amount  thereof,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  except  as  to  the  right  of  voting  at 
any  election,  and  may  charge  the  tax,  when  paid,  against 
the  estate  of  which  he  is  the  trustee,  guardian,  executor 
or  administrator. 

§  6.  All  taxes  for  the  collection  of  which  a  warrant 
shall  be  issued  to  the  collector,  as  prescribed  by  this  tuct, 
shall  draw  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per 
annum,  commencing  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  said 
warrant,  until  the  tax  shall  be  paid. 
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TITLE  V. 

HIGHWAYS,   WALKS,   STREETS — IMPBOYEMENT   AND    ASSESS- 
MENT THEEEON. 

SEcrnoN  1.  The  said  village  is  hereby  declared  a  sepa-  vmaire  de<

^pon  them  by  virtue  of  said  appointment,  and  shall  then 
proceed,  ^ith  all  reasonable  diligence,  to  make  the  esti- 
mate and  assessment  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section;

§  8.  The  report  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  made 
in  a  tabular  form,  with  columns  in  which  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly given  the  whole  expense  of  the  proposed  improve- 
ment and  the  several  items  thereof ;  the  number  on  the 
map  of  the  pieces  of  land  required  for  the  improvement, 
and  of  any  residue,  lots  or  pieces  of  land  wilhin  the  dis- 
trict of  assessment,  of  which  only  a  part  will  be  required 
for  the  same ;  the  number  of  the  pieces  of  land  assessed 
for  benefits ;  the  Jiames  of  persons  interested  in  the  pro- 
perty taken  for  the  improvement,  the  amount  awarded 
to  the  different  parties  interested  in  the  lands  and  pre- 
mises required  for  the  improvement,  the  amount  assessed 
on  each  piece  of  land,  and  on  the  different  interests 
therein,  the  balance  of  award  to  be  received  by  the  dif- 
ferent parties  over  the  assessment,  the  balance  of  assess- 
ment to  be  paid  by  each  individual  whose  assessment 
amounts  to  more  than  the  award,  and  so  many  and  such 
different  columns  and  tabular  statements  as  may  be 
necessary  to  designate  the  true  interest  of  the  parties  in 
the  lands  and  premises  required  for  the  improvements, 
and  their  liabilities  and  interests  in  relation  thereto';

upon  the  same,  not  exceeding  one  year.

count of  the  owner  of  such  lots,  and  such  owner  and 
such  lots  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  expenses  of  such 
repair,  relaying  or  construction;  and  all  sums  so  ex- 
pended upon  sidewalks,  after  being  audited  by  the 
trustees  by  a  vote  of  the  board  of  said  trustees,  shall' 
thenceforth  be  a  T^ien,  assessment,  or  tax  to  that  amount 
upon  every  such  lot;  and  thereupon  it  shall  bo  lawful 
for  the  said  board  to  issue  to  the  collector  of  taxes 
and  assessments,  their  waiTant  returnable  in  thirty  days, 
for  the  collection  thereof  out  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  person  legally  liable  to  pay  the  same;  and  if  such 
warrant  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  to  advertise  and  sell  such  lot,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  title  four  and  five  of  this  act,  as  in  case  of  sale 
for  the  non-payment  of  assessments  and  taxes,  and  by 
the  Revised  Statutes  in  like  cases,  an^d  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  owner  or  owners,  and  his,  her  or  their  legal 
representatives  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
as  are  given  to  them  respectively  in  and  by  said  title.

TITLE  VL 

OP  THB  PREVENTION  AND  EXTINGUISHING  OF  FIRES.

suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  all  persons  to  aid  in 
the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  preservation  of 
property  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and  generally  to 
establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention  and  extin- 
guishment of  fires  as  tfaej'  may  deem  expedient.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follotos: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
prevent  frauds  in  the  sale  of  tickets  to  passengers  upon 
railroads,  steamboats  and  steamships,"  passed  April 
fifteenth,  eighteen  hundi^ed  and  fifty-seven,  is  berebj 
amended  by  adding  thereto,  after  the  word  respectively, 
"  or  at  offices  conveniently  located  by  agents  of  other 
dulj*^  organized  railway  companies,"  provided  that  noth- 
ing in  this  amendment  shall  apply  to  the  city  and  county 
of  New  York,  or  the  county  of  Kings.

Passed  May  16,  1868  ;  three-fifths  beiog  present 

TAjg  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tork,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  asfolloios: 

Sbotion  1.  The  Canal  Commissioners  are  hereby  au-^ 
thorized  to  examine  the  ditch  easterly  from  Crain  brook,' 
in  the  town  of  Montezuma,  passing  by  a  culvert  under 
tbe  Erie  canal,  thence  easterly  on  the  berme  bank  of 
said  canal,  toward  the  iron  bridge  near  the  residence  of 
Alexander  Gutches,  in  the  town  of  Mentz;  and  if,  on 
examination,  the  said  commissionei-s  shall  find  that  the 
lands  in  the  vicinity  are  injured  by  the  overflow  of  wa- 
ter, on  account  of  defects  in  the  said  ditch,  or  by  obstruc- 
tions from  other  State  works,  and  that  the  State  is 
under  obligations  to  remove  said  defects  or  obstructions, 
they  shall  as  soon  as  practicable,  take  the  proper  steps 
to  remedy  such  overflow,  by  opening  the  necessary 
ditches,  and  keeping  them  open,  in  such  a  manner  as  at

of  the  bridge  over  the  Erie  canal,  on  Washington  street, 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  on  the  fifth  day  of  November, 
one  thousand  eight  himdred  and  sixty-five;  and  if  upon 
due  proof  it  shall  appear  that  said  loss,  damages  and 
expenses  charged  resulted  from  defect  or  improper  con- 
struction of  said  bridge  over  said  Erie  canal,  or  from  any 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Amoontof  Ncw  York,  they  shall  make  such  award  therefor  as  shall 
be  just,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars.

Ohap.  84:1- 

AN  ACT  for  the  laying  out^  opening  and  closing 
of  streets,  roads  and  avenues,  in  the  town  of 
Morrisania,  in  the  Qountj  of  Westchester. 

Passed  May  19,  1868  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

r/te  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York^  rqn'eserUed  in- 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Silas  D.  Gifibrd,  Samuel  E.  Lyon,  Gouv- 
erneur  Morris,  Jordan  L.  Mott,  Richard  H.  Teller, 
Thomas  E.  Sutton  and  Michael  J.  Bergen,  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  performing 
the  several  acts  and  duties  hereinafter  prescribed.  That 
in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  refoisal  to  act,  of  any 
or  either  of  said  commissioners,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  miy'ority  of 
them,  as  often  as  such  event  or  vacancy  shall  happen,  to 
appoint  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy 
or  vacandes,  and  such  appointees^  respectively,  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  a  conunis- 
sioner  by  this  act. 

^  2.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  commission*

the  sum  appropriated  for  said  purpose,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  or  object  than  that  herein  specified.     And  the  xaw  de« 
common  council,  or  any  head  of  department,  of  the  city  S^offiMiif 
of  New  York,  are  hereby  prohibited  from  creating  any  ^^^ 
new  office  or  department,  or  increasing  the  salaries  of  ^JjJJJf • 
those  now  in  office  or  their  successors,  except  as  provided 
by  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-eight. 

§10.  Hereafter  all  estimates  for  the  anticipated  annual  oodaiM 
expenditures  of  all  boards  and  departments  of  the  govern-  ^hSSto  U 
ment  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  by  the  ehief  [U^J'Ji. 
officer  of  every  such  board  and  department,  in  connection  i^gUttoni 
with  the  mayor  and  comptroller  of  said  city,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  common  council  of  said  city  at  the  first 
meeting  thereof  in  January  of  each  year;  and  said  esti- 
mates, whether  acted  upon  or  not  by  said  common  coun- 
cil,  shall   be  presented   by  the   said  mayor  to   both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  on  or  before- 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  and  said  estimates  shall  be 
taken  to  be  the  sole  official  estimates,  of  such  boards  and 
departments  for  such  annual  expenditures  of  the  year 
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'when  so  presented,  and  to  include  all  expenses  that,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  officers,  are  deemed  necessary. 

§  11.  Upon  the  failure  of  performance  of  the  existing 
contract  for  cleaning  the  streets  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  made  pursuant  to  section  one  of  chapter  six  hun- 
dred and  forty  six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundi'ed  and 
sixty-fiye,  or  upon  the  mayor,  recorder,  comptroller, 
president  of  the  board  of  health  and  counsel  to  the  cor- 
poration, or  a  majority  of  them,  declaring  the  said  con* 
tract  to  be  annulled,  the  mayor,  comptroller  and  street 
commissioner,  as  commissioners  for  that  purpose,  shall 
proceed  to  make  a  new  contract  therefor  for  a  sum  not 
exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty^  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  with 
such  additional  requirements  as  in  their  judgment  the 
proper  cleaning  of  ^e  streets,  avenues  and  public  places 
and  the  public  health  and  convenience  shall  demand* 
Such  contract  shall  also  require  the  removal  of  the  snow 
and  ice  from  Bpoadway,  and  the  streets  and  avenues  on 
which  railroads  are  operated,  without  delay,  and  author- 
ize and  require  the  deposit  of  the  same  in  the  North  or 
East  river,  or  both,  at  such  convenient  places  as  the  said 
commissioners  shall  designate. 

The  said  commissioners  shall  advertise  for  sealed  pro- 
posals for  said  contract  in  four  of  the  daily  newspapers 
printed  and  published  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the 
contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  person  or  persons 
whose  proposals  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  com- 
missionei*s  or  a  majority  of  them,  secure  the  most  effec- 
tive service,  and  shall  be  most  advantageous  to  the 
public  interests;  and  in  case  the  acceptance  of  any  of 
the  proposals  should  appear  to  a  majority  of  such  com- 
missioners as  not  for  the  public  interests,  the  said  com- 
missioners or  a  majority  of  them  may  re-advertise  for 
proposals;  but  no  contract  shall  be  awarded  except  after 
ten  days'  previous  advertisement  as  aforesaid,  and  to  the 
lowest  bidder  or  bidders  for  the  same  whose  qualifica- 
tions and  sureties  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 
commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  most  advan- 
tageous for  the  public  interest. 

§  12.  Until  such  new  contract  shall  be  made,  the  said 
mayor,  comptroller  and  street  commissioner,  or  a  major 
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ity  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  em-

ploy  suitable  persona,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  to  forlioe^' 
remove  the  snow  and  ice  from  Broadway,  and  to  author*  H^t^iSL 
and  require  such  snow  and  ice  to  be  deposited  in  the 
adjacent  rivers,  at  such  convenient  points  as  they  shall 
designate;  and  to  perform  such  additional  works  as  they 
shall  consider  necessary  beyond  that  required  by  the 
said  existing  contract  to  keep  the  streets,  avenues  and 
public  places  of  said  city  cleanly  swept.  But  there 
shall  not  be  expended  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  in 
any  one  year,  a  total  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§  18.  The  expenses  incurred  in  performance  of  this  comptroi- 
act  shall  be  included  in  the  taxes  levied  for  the  support  mmw^ 
of  the  government  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  each  *'**"*^ 
year,  and  the  said  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  on  behalf  of  the  corporation  of  said  city,  to 
issue  revenue  bonds  in  the  usual  form,  in  anticipation  of 
the  amount  to  be  so  levied  and  raised  tp  meet  such  ex- 
penses as  are  currently  required  to  be  paid;  and  the  sueet 
street  commissioner  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  »^^ 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  respect  to  the  cleaning  JSKSfpeo. 
of  streets,  appoint  two  inspectors  who  shall  receive  the  **>•»• 
same  compensation  for  their  services  as  is  now  provided  ^^ 
by  law  for  the  superintendent,  of  roads. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Passed  June  3,  1868;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nefw  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aaseniblj/,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

SEonoy  1.  In  addition  to  the  several  amounts  autho-  Boardof 
rized  and  required  by  existing  laws,  to  be  raised  by  tax  S^JJf^ 
in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  for  the  use  of  the  ^^JSJSJ^ 
State,  and  for  defraying  a  portion  of  the  contingent  and 
other  charges  and  expenses  of  said  city  and  county,  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,

the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  are  hereby  emt- 
powered  and  required,  as  soon  as  conyenieutly  may  be

'ing  to  law,  within  the  said  county,  and  to  be  col-

To  the 
city  judge,  an  increase  of  salary  of  three  thousand  saiarJM  or 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  the  recorder  an  increase  i^^e?^ 
of  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars;  and  the  salaries  of  *»^*»^- 
the  said  judges  above  named  are  hereby  ii^creased  as 
above  mentioned,  pursuant  to  the  several  resolutions  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,  making  such  increase  to  the  several  justices  and 
judges  of  the  civil  and  criminal  courts  above  named, 
which  resolutions  are  hereby  legalized.

The  compensation  of  the  county  treasurer  of  said

InsersoU,  Joseph  Dixon,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  cor-  corponam

Bank,"  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue 
and  be  sued  in  any  court  whatsoever.
